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RATING COAL MINES. 


S1r,—The operations of the rating committee under the recent Act are 
bringing this subject prominently into notice. In respect to it uniformity 
seems as improbable under the new arrangement as under its predecessor. 
The peculiarities hitherto belonging to different districts seem likely to be 

tuated. There seems an absolute want of a generally applicable prin- 
ciple. We find the Chairman of the Newcastle Coal Trade recommending 
one plan; Mr. Hedley, of Sunderland, another; and Mr. Owen, of South 
Wales, athird, the object of each being to determine the rateable value of 
coal mines. Is it because there is really no fixed principle generally appli- 
cable, or is it the diversity of interest, which produces such a diversity of 
opinion on the subject ? 

The principle laid down in 6 and 7 William IV., that the rate “ shall be 
made upon the nett annual value of the property rated—that is to say, of 
the rent at which the same might reasonably be expected to let from year 
to year, free from all usual tenants’ rates and taxes, and tithe commuta- 
tion, rent charge, if any, and deducting therefrom the annual cost of the re- 
pairs, insurance, and other expenses ne to maintain them in a state 
to command such rent,’ seems not difficult to understand, nor, indeed, to 
apply. In the case of a house, shop, or farm, which is really occapied b 
a tenant, there seems no difficulty in applying the principle just stated; and, 
so in case the house, &c., be occupied by the owner, the question to be de- 
cided is the nett annual value. For this purpose its value is to be esti- 
mated as compared with similar property in the locality. 

The,difficulty of applying the same mode of valuation to a colliery is that 
they are seldom letcomplete with every appliance in the condition of a current 
working mine. To arrive at a just estimate of their “ nett annual value,” 
it is evident that, as the basis of the estimate, they must be presumed to 
be Jet under such circumstances and in such condition, the combined inte- 
rest of lessor and lessees having been presumed as transferred to a tenant 
from year to year. ‘Che question thus resolves itself into what, in such a 
case, is the amount of annual “ rent at which the same might reasonably 
be expected to let from year to year.” 

In endeavouring to obtain a just principle by which to arrive at this 
reasonable rent, it is evident that the outlay, or capital expended, in bring- 
ing the mine into such current working circumstances and condition, is 
not the true basis of such estimate, The amount of capital required to 
enable the same amount of production to be realised may be and often 
is, very different in different districts, and even in the same district. The 
depth or the difficulties encountered in sinking the shafts, by reason of 
the quantity of water met with, or the presence of quicksands, may have 
been much greater in one case than in the other. The two cases of South 
Hetton and Murton Collieries, belonging to the same company, may be 
cited as illustrative examples, the first perhaps the cheapest, and the last 
the most costly, winning in the county of Durham, under similar circam- 
stances of depth. Clearly the amount of rate cannot be justly made in 

portion to the capital expenditure, without it be so in an inverse ratio. 
ie Geeet of this argument I quote an admitted authority on this sub- 
ject: —“ It has been distinctly decided that a coal mine must be rated at 
such a sum as it will let for, and not for the full annual value of the coals 
produced, after deducting the costs of working, and that the sum must be 
calculated without reference to the money expended im rendering it 
productive.” See Bainbridge, page 456. j 

Nor can the amount of coals annually raised be admitted a proper basis 
of such estimate, the cost of production being dependent on a variety of 
circumstances. The coal may be hard or soft, thick or thin, with good or 
bad roof or floor, wet or dry, free from or much troubled by faults, of mo- 
derate or severe inclination, each producing an important effect on the 
cost of production, ‘The produce, when obtained, may be of good or bad 
quality, and, consequently, of variable value when sold. 

Nor can even the amount of coal rent (improperly so called), or royalty 

id the lessor for the privilege of extracting and appropriating the coal 
bed, be considered a fair basis of estimate. In working a coal bed it ne- 
cessarily and unavoidably becomes utterly used up or destroyed, the royalty 
payable for which obviously includes not occupation rent only, but the ab- 
solute purchase by instalments of the whole bed. It is, so to speak, the 
parchasing of the raw material, from which, by the processes of working, 
the coal for sale is manufactured. And, besides, there is great difference 
in the amount of rent actually paid, varying from 3d. to 1s. or 1s. 3d. per 
ton on the coals sold. Clearly, coal worked under similar circumstances, 
and the produce raised being of similar value, but paying unequal tonnage 
rents, would be unequally and, consequently, illegally rated, if the rating 
were based on the tonnage rents paid to the lessor. Nor would the case 
be improved by its being estimated on the fixed annual or minimum rent. 
This has been frequently paid for years before the colliery was brought into 
a current working or productive condition, or even before the shafts were 
sunk; and sometimes for long after the originally leased area had been ex- 
hausted, the plant, &c., continuing to be used for working coal out of ad- 
joining royalties. ‘The quantity of coal worked may be less or more than 
the quantity required to cover the annual minimum rent. When the quan- 
tity of coal worked is less than is thus required, the rent clearly cannot be 
the proper basis of estimates. By reason of an insufficient quantity of 
coal having been worked (perhaps even none whatever) for a considerable 

riod of time, to cover the rent now being considered; overpaid rents may 

ve seriously accumulated, and during subsequent years the minimum 
quantity may have been far exceeded, without more than the annual mi- 
nimum rent or fixed rent being paid, in either case such rent cannot be a 
proper basis of estimate, as applicable alike to all cases. I have known in 

o adjoining collieries, working in the same bed, the one paying four 
times the annual rent from this cause, although they were producing an 

equal quantity of coal. This coal rent, also, frequently in different col- 
llieries bears a widely different proportion to the area of coal Iéased, vary- 
ag from 17. or less to 62. or 7/, peracre of workablecoal. Clearly neither 
fixed royalty or tonnage rates of coal rent can be taken as an equitable 
is on which to estimate the nett annual value for which any given col- 
liery will let from year to year. The authority already quoted says, ‘‘ The 
factual rent paid to the landlord xever was considered to be a certain crite- 
rion of rateable value; in mining it is no criterion at all.” 

What, then, is the proper method of ariving at the rent value, and, con- 

quently, the rateable value, of a coal mine or colliery, with all its neces- 

appurtenances and appliances for its proper and efficient working? 
What would be the method of enquiry an adventurer desirous of renting 

s colliery, under the circumstances described, would pursue? Would 
» consider it essential to know whether the original expenditure or cost 
of the works had been 20,0002. or 40,0002.2 Would it be material to him 
hether economy or extravagance had been the rule adopted in their con- 
truction? Would heconsider the capital expended worthy his serious consi- 
tion? Certainly not. Would the capabilities of production alone, 
ithout due consideration of the cost of production and the market value 
of the coal when sold, satisfy his enquiries? Would it be satisfactory to 
him to know that the rent-charges were unduly exorbitant, and dispropor- 
fioned to the area of coal to be worked, or to its .value when raised to the 
urface? I presume they would rather be something as follows:—namely, 

1. What is the probable quantity of coals which the colliery will be likely 
fo produce, and be able to dispose of, during the year for which I am to 

ecome tenant? 

2. What will be the probable average value of this quantity when 
ised and sold? 

8. What will be the probable cost of production, inclading management, 

bour, materials, tenants’ rates and taxes, cost of repairs, and other “‘ ex- 

nses incident to the mine, the machinery, works, ways, staiths, buildings, 
nd all other necessary appurtenances of the colliery, so far as they are 
ituate within the area of the district, parish, or township for which the 

e is to be levied?” 

4. What amount would be a reasonable and proper tenant’s profit, and 

p to cover risk from accidents, &c., for colliery property in general can- 
ot be insuréd? 

5. What, under these circumstances, would be a fair and equitable rent 
or me to pay for the occupation of this colliery, with all its appurtenances, 
or the year for which the enquiry is to be made? 

I submit that such investigations are only what any person wishful to 

come the tenant of such a colliery would pursue, and are also those ne- 

to estimate jastly the sesonbe value of the same. I have not in- 

ded the redemption of capital expended in the original construction of 

works, inasmuch as I deem this more a question of the landlord’s than 

pf the supposed tenant, and must, preparty, be covered by the rent which 
pan be realised by this mode of estimation. 

I am well aware that the fact of the overseers, or of the new rating com- 

ittee, being totally unable to deal with such enquiries as above 


will be urged as an objection to the method herein suggested. This is 
certainly not a conclusive argument against the principle. Who on earth 
believes that they can, by their unaided judgment, give a satisfactory so- 
lation to any of the points recommended as being requisite to be investi- 
gated? It is beyond their sphere and capabilities, and, if they desire to 
arrive at a just estimate of the rateable value of a colliery, they ought, in 
all justice, to secure competent assistance and advise. M. E.

WINDING OVER THE PULLEY. 


Sir,—The fearful accident recorded in the report from Staffordshire in 
last week’s Journal, of a man being drawn over the pulley at Caponfield 
Colliery, near Bilston, induces me to suggest a remedy for that kind of 
accident. It is well known over-winding scarcely occurs in the counties 
of Northumberland and Durham, although the engines vary from 15 to 
200 horse-power and upwards, and the load in the shaft is drawn at high 
velocities. No doubt the scarcity of accidents from over-winding may be, 
in a great measure, attributed to the judicious selection of enginemen, and 
to the careful training they undergo previous to having the charge of an 
engine; but I have no doubt the use of the break, as generally adopted in 
the northern collieries, would have obviated such an accident as that oc- 
curring at Caponfield Colliery. The break acts by friction on the peri- 
phery of the fly-wheel, acting about half way round it, In the case of a 
90 horse-power lever engine, cleading of elm wood is bolted to the rim of 
the fly-wheel, which is 24 feet in diameter, the wood is 6} inches broad 
by 2 inches. The break is a band of wrought-iron, 7} inches by } inch, 
fastened at one end, and acting by means of levers and rods at the other 
end, on the under half of the circumference of the cleading on the fly- 
wheel. The engineman works the break with his foot, at the same time 
that he is attending to the handles; by pressure with his foot he can in- 
stantaneously stop the engine, if not going at a high velocity. If such a 
contrivance is not in use in the engines of Staffordshire, I would recom- 
mend its adoption, as I believe it would have prevented over-winding in 
the case alluded to.—Durham, Dee. 9. B. M. 


COAL MINING IN CUBA. 


Sir,—It is far from my wish to cast any doubt upon the assertion of 
hey correspondent, ‘‘C.,” with respect to ‘‘ coals” being mined in Cuba, 
ut my impression is that the mineral he calls “coals” is the “ chapapote” 
of the natives, which I take to be a distillation of the coal measures, through 
volcanic agency, and I think his remarks as regards the proximity of the 
schistose formation confirms this opinion. ‘This ‘‘ chapapote”’ is found in 
veins, and not strata, and its quality varies according to the successive 
distillations it has undergone; also its appearance, from a dull-looking 
Caanel coal to a bright Whitby jet, and in this latter state it is generally 
found in thin veins, in serpentine or other volcanic rocks; and in the former 
state in the altered coal measures, as fire-clay and shales. 
There is a large deposit of this mineral about nine miles from Havanna, 
being known as “La Mina San Francisco,” in the parish of San Miguel, 
and many thousand pounds of English capital have been deposited here; 
it has, however, been a failure to the present time, but my opinion is it 
might pay if properly opened, and coals remain at $8 per ton in the Bay 
of Havanna, but during last year thousands of tons of South Wales and 
North of England coals could be purchased at $3} per ton(14s.7d.) Other 
works have been opened near the first station of the Havanna and Matanzas 
Railway, near Campo Florida, at Bajucal, Mariel, and Cardenas; but, as 
far as my experience goes, the “ natives ” themselves have “ burnt their 
fingers ” mining this mineral. J. A. Surpror. 


ON PEAT, AND ITS USES. 


Srr,—I have read the various letters which have appeared on the best 
mode of treating peat, and I should be happy to compare my experience, 
through the Journal, with that of anyone interested in the subject. Hav- 
ing spent a considerable sum in multe various experiments, I think I 
have arrived at a method of preparing peat both economical and expedi- 
tious, both of which are indispensible. Iwas unfortunate in meeting with 
peat containing a large amountof sulphur, which prevented my trying the 
‘charcoal from it in makingiron. Peat may be readily obtained, free from 
sulphur, near ample water-power, in a district where coals are dear, and 
a moderate outlay would suffice to return a large amount. A machine is 
néw being employed for other purposes, which might be adapted with a 
slight alteration. It would convert the peat in very large quantities, and 
sheds of an inexpensive character would alone be required to dry the fuel, 
which need not be disturbed until removed for consumption. The fuel 
thus produced would be of nearly the same specific gravity as coal, and it 
would be invaluable for smelting tin, which abounds in the neighbourhood. 
Much money has been lost by applying expensive machinery, and in en- 
deavouring to extract various substances from peat; but I should recom- 
mend the fuel only to be made in the first instance. Charcoal might af- 
terwards be made, which would be in great request for smelting iron, now 
untouched from the want of fuel.—Dec. 10.: GEOLOGIST. 








CONDENSATION OF LEAD FUME. 


Srr,—The invention of Mr. Bennett for condensing lead fame appear, 
to me to be the most practical and useful that has yet been brought forwards 
for it would appear that a contrivance of this kind offers all the advantages 
of an ordinary flue, several miles in length, whilst it has also the recom- 
mendation that there never would be the necessity for stopping the furnaces 
toclear the flue. Thearrangement seems to me to be admirable, for it must be 
apparent that the sloping of the condensing chamber behind the fan would 
entirely compensate forany variationin the draught. Whenthe fan is driven 
slowly the greater portion of the fume would, doubless, collect on the cold 
blades, and be washed off on reaching the water; whilst if the fan were 
driven so fast as to cause part of the fume to pass the blades, the form of 
the chamber is such that the escaping portion would be. thrown forcibly 
down upon the water by reverberation. I believe that the arrangement 
could, with very trifling modifications, be applied to the condensation of zinc 
fumes, and the manufacture of sulphuric acid. I shall, upon the first op- 
portanity, endeavour to apply a similar arrangement to the condensation 
of sulphurous vapours, and in substitution of the lead-chambers now used; 
and in the meantime it would, I doubt not, be interesting to very many of 
your readers to know the quantity of fame that can be condensed per day 
per square foot of condensing chamber section, and the proposed size and 
cost of the arrangement shown in last week’s Journal, Moypie. 





THE COST-BOOK SYSTEM, WITH LIMITED LIABILITY. 


Sir,—The opinions of Mr. Tapping and of Mr. Turner precisely con- 
firm my views, Neither of these gentlemen recognise an “‘ A, P.”’ com- 
pany as a cost-book partnership. It is to be a company “limited by gua- 
rantee,” and registered with Special Articles. My views as to Special 
Articles of Association are already known to your readers, many of whom 
have by this time learnt the evil of connecting themselves with companies 
where ‘*‘ Table A ” is not adopted in its entirety. 

The objection which I conceive to exist against the relinquishment sys- 
tem, even assuming it to be legal, when conducted on the *‘ A. P.” prin- 
ciple is, that such relinquishment involves the loss of all previous payments 
without, as is the case with cost-book partnerships, being entitled to - 
compensation for assets. Again, upon the relinquishment of a cost-boo 
share, the liability of the shareholder practically ceases, the remaining 
partuers undertaking it. In the “ A. P.” company the liability continues 
one year after he has ceased to have any voice in the conducting of the 
company, so that although theoretically the liability in the cost-book com- 
pany continues six times longer than in an “ A, P.” company, the respon- 
sibility, after relinquishment, is really greater in the latter company. 

It would be satisfactory if Mr. Tapping’s opinion were to be obtained 
as to the law which authorises the relinquishment (I do not mean transfer) 
of a share “limited by guarantee,”’ when the guarantee is at per share, or 
as to the principle of equity which would permit it. The working of such 
a system, assuming, of course, that I understand the “‘ A. P.” proposition, 
would be similar to this: Ten persons come before the public, and say we 
areacompany “limited by guarantee.” ‘The company is divided into 500 
shares, and each of us have subscribed for 50 of such shares, and under- 
taken “to contribute to the assets of the company in the event of the same 
being wound-up during the time that he is a member, or within one year 
afterwards, for payment of the debts * * * such amount as may be re- 

uired, not exceeding 100/. per share.”” To the public, this is holding out 
at in case of winding-up there will be 50,000. assets. But as the com- 
ned has power to accept the relinquishment of any of its shares (such re- 
inquishment including the relinquishment of the responsibility undertaken) 





the company may come into court with (say) only 10007. assets instead of 





or equitable. Practically each of these 10 persons could, as individuals, 
relinquish to themselves, as a company, 49 shares, without the knowledge 
of the outer world, and continue to trade upon their credit of 50,000/. for 
a year and a day, so as to remove the liability in respect of the 4900/. each, 
and on winding-up there would be but 10007. in all for distribution amongst 
the creditors, This I conceive to be a difficulty which cannot be sur- 
mounted in any limited company that authorises the relinquishment of 
shares,— Dee.

PREVENTION OF RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. 


Sir,—At the last meeting of the Inventors’ Institute, Mr. Greenwood 
read a very interesting paper upon his ingenious contrivance for preventing 
the wheels of railway carriages leaving the metals. He simply takes an 
ordinary six-wheeled track, and turns the flanges of the centre pair of 
wheels outward instead of inward. The result of this arrangement is that 
even if 6 ft. of old rails were fixed to the rails of the permanent way the 
train would pass over the obstacle without danger, and the train would 
pass on with equal impunity if 6 ft. of rail were altogether removed. 
‘These facts are so marvellous (and that they are facts has been demon- 
strated by positive trial), that the invention should be encouraged by all 
who have any respect for personal safety. But the introduction of this 
invention, unless accompanied by another not yet known, produces another 
evil, equal to that removed. I, therefore, ask your readers to give the 
subject their attention, in order to devise aremedy. Mr. Greenwood has 
an objectionable crossing, and a point which has long since been abandoned 
as dangerous. Can any of your readers provide him with a remedy? He 
uses the old colliery point, so that one line or the other is always open, 
there being, consequently, continual danger of a train which is perfectly 
safe on the regular line running off at the first point it comes to. As to 
the crossing, it is a flat plate, and whilst the wheel crosses this it is off the 
rail altogether. What is wanted is a point and a crossing which will, with 
an outer flange wheel passing as well as an inner flange wheel, maintain 
the wheels upon the lines under all circumstances, whether the pointsman 
neglects to put the points in position or not. Mr. Greenwood’s points are 
such that if they are neglected, and a train attempts to come in from the 
siding, it runs off the metals, and this is the evil for which a remedy is 
required. The outer flange on the centre wheels, of course, prevents the 
use of the present points.—Dec. 4, W. R. 


PRACTICAL MINING—POSITION OF LODES, 


_ Sir,—It is impossible to discuss the questions suggested by “ R. W.” 
in the absence of a more detailed description of the lodes which puzzle him. 
In order to arrive at a satisfactory conclusion, all the facts, without any 
comment, should be clearly stated. ‘‘R. W.” states a fact, assumes, and 
then enquires how can so-and-so be, admitting the fact and the assump- 
tion. That is not the right way to investigate any scientific question based 
upon facts. The two questions must also be separately discussed. I say 
the two questions, because I take them to be—first, the position of certain 
lodes; and, second, the filling matter of those lodes, The first is a result 
of mechanical action, and the second of chemical action, so that the data 
upon which alone an intelligent opinion can be formed on these two ques- 
tions are essentially different. 

As some useful practical and scientific knowledge might be gathered 
from the consideration of these questions, I should be glad if “ R. W.” 
will give an accurate description of the rocks traversed by the lodes; I 
mean an accurate geological and mineralogical description, adopting the 
ordinary exact scientific phraseology. I ask this that I might clearly un- 
derstand the nature and condition ot the rocks; of course, I do not expect 
that he will mention the name of the mine; and, in compensation, I should 
like to know the prevailing geological character of the country. These 
facts, if fally and distinctly sei down, will enable us to form some reliable 
notion of the direction of the lodgs, and the disturbing influences which 
have broken them. 

Then, as to the second question, the direction, underlie, and width of 
the lodes, cross-courses, and caunter lodes must be given. The lodes must 
also be accurately described (in the recognised mineralogical terms) from 
the surface to the bottom of the mine. I mean generally, but noting 
every change. Take, for instance, the common banded lode, formed by 
the superposition of layers in the order blende, quartz, fluor-spar, and so 
on. This should be put down as a banded lode of layers of blende of 
certain thickness, quartz of a certain thickness, and so on; stating also the 
condition of the mineral as crystalline, amorphous, &c. But if, as is most 
probable, the lodes are irregular, the irregularities must be stated, with 
special notice of the associated minerals—that is, the change in the mine- 
rals. I use the word minerals in its widest sense; in short, I want an 
exact scientific description of the lodes. 

In no other way can we discuss these questions advantageously.. And, 
even if we should not arrive at a satisfactory solution of the phenomena 
which have given rise to the enquiry, it may be the means of diffusing a 
knowledge of the theories in the formation of lodes which are received by 
the savans of Europe. For, after all, to use almost the words of a dis- 
tinguished chemist and geologist, what is known with regard to this sub- 
ject is but a fraction of what is yet to be Jearnt; and it is from more ex- 
tended knowledge of the mineralogical and chemical character of ores, of 
the pseadomorphic processes they undergo, the detection of minute traces 
of substances that give rise to the production and alteration of minerals, 
as well as the observation of the phenomena of association presented by 
ores with each other, and with the minerals accompanying them, that we 
may expect to attain to,a more complete insight into their origin.

THE NATURAL CONDITION OF MINERALS. 


Sir,—There are other habits of the meeting of the courses in the different 
mines of Cornwall which might be dwelt on with advantage, but they are 
passed over for the present for the consideration of other matters connected 
with this subject. In Wheal Mary Consols we met with several deposits 
of sulphuret of copper, but they were all encased in tin. By driving the 
tin was first met with, afterwards the copper, and, finally, the tin again; 
on excavating the copper it was found to be bounded on every side by the 
oxide of tin. Here is, no doubt, insulation and polarity—in fact, a system 
of great capability. It is ascertained that different substances are negative 
or postive, according to circumstances; oxygen is always negative, but 
sulphur, which is positive to oxygen, is negative to tin. ‘Che electric cur- 
rent will magnetise an iron bar, but another current will de-magnetise the 
same bar; this, however, is not the normal condition. Every iron bar is 
a magnet, and the end resting on the ground is the North Pole when it 
stands on its end: this is its natural condition, but when it becomes artifi- 
cially magnetised, it may be called the abnormal condition. 

Now, it may be presumed that the above deposits of copper are in a 
normal state, the same being understood of all minerals whatsoever—nay, 
even of the strata, and also of the crystals of the strata, if not of the mole- 
cules themselves, Earthquakes and thunder are abnormal conditions of 
Nature, and the minerals have sometimes been subject to this state, for 
they are occasionally found incinerated; but this fact of incineration being 
the exception, and aot the rule, and as it cannot take place but under con- 
siderable polar intensity, it may be inferred that the minerals are located 
in a quiet or passive way. Not that there is, generally speaking, quies- 
ence, for this is the opposite of disturbance, but we refer to an intermediate 
condition, which seems to be the prevailing one in the whole course of 
Nature, whether in the animal, vegetable, or mineral kingdoms. 

The difference between these kingdoms ‘is not so great as the words or- 
ganic and inorganic would seem toimply, for there is one power that per- 
vades them all. All the strata are everywhere drawn into plates, and they 
cross each other indefinitely in the natural world; the weight of the mass 
is the weight of each particle multiplied by the number of particles in the 
mass; so in the electric currents, the quantity of electricity in the whole 
strata may be the quantity of each crystal multiplied into the number of 
crystals composing the strata. That there is sucha quantity no one doubts. 
Is it, then, possible that a force should exist in the strata which does not 
exist in the crystal? It is on this ground that the crystals locate them- 
selves in relation to each other—the felspar in granite assumes a prevail- 
ing polarity, hence the cleavage of the rock; but as some of the crystals 
deviate considerably from the directive force of the majority, it follows that 
the condition enunciated in the commencement of this letter—namely, of 
a substance positive in one state, but negative in others, that the same law 
prevails in the crystals of the rock. 

The position of the felspar crystal, by being associated with quartz and 
mica, becomes different than if it stood alone; and if they may be positive 
or negative then, may they assume an intermediate state? Hence the 
reason of their lying in every position, although they prevail in one more

than in any other. And here, probably, is the reason of the slow, silent, 
unobserved processes going on in this kingdom of nature, just as a 
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magnet is said to be astatic when the directive power of the needle is de- | 
stroyed by the proximity of another needle, of equal intensity, fixed. pa- 
rallel to it, and in a reversed position, each needle having its north pole | 
adjacent to the south poleof the other. This, I presume, is the condition | 
of the crystals, or they are astatic. 
In po me cng the positive pole is the anode; the negative pole the 
cathode; the fluid which undergoes decomposition the electrolyte, and the 
action is called electrolysis. All these are, doubtless, distinguishable in 
the rock, and it would be difficult to conceive of it as existing under any 
other conditions after the revelations which have been made in electricity, 
galvanism, and chemistry.—Ding Dong Mine.

OUR SANITARY ARRANGEMENTS. 


Sir,—I wish to make known through the Journal the plans for saving 
the sewage, as I have before said, in a perfectly natural way, without any 
expensive chemical and deteriorating process. What I consider the best 
is to have privies instead of closets, with iron cases under, and use ashes 
or earth instead of water. When the cases are full to be taken by under- 


ground passages to underground railways, and thence conveyed to suitable 
places for depositing ; and perhaps we might have some method for concentrating the 
manure so as to make it less expensive in carriage. To have, of course, a plentiful sup- 
ply of empty cases to replace when necessary, 

Another plan is to have the present closet arrangements for the contents to come down 
in tanks, where the liquid should drain off in pipes, and all the solids be taken on by rail 
over large, deep, and staunch pits, where the contents should be forced out, and another 
set of carriages, filled with ashes or earth, should throw down such quantities as occasion 
may require, The cases to be taken on where there isa full supply of water, which should 
be powerfully forced into and thoroughly cleanse them, and then they should be taken 
to their original places. 

The third plan is to have but very little water in the closets. To have other closet 
arrangements, perhaps by atmospheric pressure valves, &c. Thecontents tocome down 
in iron cases, and to be taken on by rail as before described. 

I earnestly hope that the Government of this country will sufficiently see the import 
ance of saving our richest manures to take immediate steps in the matter.

MINE MANAGEMENT—SUPPLY OF MATERIALS, 


Srr,—So, because certain viaducts in Cornwall were not constructed 
with materials obtained by public tender, therefore it is argued that it 
would be very wrong, injudicious, and in every way improper for mining 
companies to dream of supplying themselves with what they require by so 
obnoxious and vicious a system. e logic of the deduction, however, 
dees not seem so obvious to some of us, though, doubtless, we have only 
our shallow intellects to blame. But, Sir, what does the argument mean as applied to 
the case? Why, it can only mean that goods obtained by pubiic tender are less likely 
to be reliable and genuine than those obtained by private contract. Again, our shallow 
intellect does not permit us to admit the application of the argument, more especially 
with the recent disclosures of detected scamping practised under the present system 
still ringing in our ears. Of course, there is every inducement at present to those who 
should be the guardians of our rights to wink at a little cheating, while the bright gold 
they have “ jobbed ” out of it still jingles in their pockets. “A little,” do I say? alas! 
is there not too much reason to believe that the amount of scamping now carried on 
is such, that if put down the position of many a mine would be exactly reversed— 
from bankruptcy to solvency? Finally, I would ask what we pay our agents and sub- 
agents for, if it is no one’s duty to see that every load of goods supplied is strictly bona 
fide in quantity and quality ? According to the viaduct argument, one would suppose 
that goods were simply brought and thrown down, without any sort of inspection. We 
fear this is too often the case. How much longer will victimised sharcholders submit

TIN MINING IN SPAIN. 


Sm,—The letter of ‘‘ Economicus ” came to my notizethisday. Should 
the tin at the Beariz Mines be found in clay similar to the neighbourhood 
of St. Austell, Roche, St. Dennis, Luxulyan, and other neighbouring 
parishes, there is no necessity to stamp it, as it would only entail unneces- 
sary cost, a wast of tin, loss of time, and make the dressing department 
more complicated, and doubly expensive. Whether the tin is rough or 
fine, in solid grains fit for the smelter, or combined with other substances, the clay should 
be washed out first with a stream of water, proportioned to the size and sort of tin you 
have to extract. The large-grained tin and rubble will stand a larger stream, of course, 
than fine or slime tin; the slime being more light should have less water, and catch- 
pits behind the place for washing it, that the slime might settle down, and afterwards 
be subject to a different process in dressing from the method adopted in cleansing the 
rough, or large grains. If the clay is tough, it would expedite and promote dispatch in 
washing to have it left in the washing place overnight, with a small stream of water, so 
distributed as to soften and dissolve the clay against the labourers commence work the 
next day ; or tyes and washing-places could be so arranged that during the time of 
washing out one or more, the others might be sprinkled with a small stream, and the 
clay be dissolved for washing. 

As to the enquiry about stamping the tin, this entirely depends on its purity. Tin 
being so very high in price, nothing but pure tin will command that price, and the less 
pure it is the more that price is depreciated—hence you cannot be too careful in sepa- 
rating the tin from every other injurious substance. A quantity of best-grain tin is 
sold from the district before referred to, a large part of it does not require stamping, and 
that which is stamped should go through stamp-grates, as rough as the solid grains of 
tin will admit. In most cases tin from mines and streams have a proportion of it at- 
tached to granite, killas, mundic, schorl, iron, wolfram, and other impurities—hence the 
necessity of stamping to effect a proper separation. I have found soft stamps heads, bits 
of picks, gads, borers, nails, &c., highly injurious to the tin, as the oxide of iron socom- 
bines with the tin as to prejudice the quality ; arid the smelters say 1 1b. weight of iron 
spoils a ton of best-grain tin. I have had todo with tin toa largeamount in the parishes 
before named, and if ‘‘Economicus” will send me a fair sample. say 7 or 14 lbs., I will 
in a post or two after its receipt inform him how far the clay requires treatment to ex- 
tract the tin. and what proportion requires stamping and what will do without it.

remity of the 58 fathom level, an unnatural course altogether, whereas the discovery 
seen as two portions of this level are taking the natural course, and directly correspond 
with the bearing of the new discovery in the 65; it appears to me most plain, and is, in- 
deed, most encouraging.

East pet Rey.—Having an intimate knowledge of every particular re- 
garding the mines Capao and Emily, worked by this association, and as these appear to 
be but little understoood by my fellow-shareholders, I think it but just to make them 
acquainted with a few of the most important details,—Copao Mine: The depth already 
sunk is only 26 fathoms, the size of the lode 24 feet, increasing in width and value as 
it descends, the stone is the exact counterpart of that of Morro Velho; so that both the 
mining captains, Thomas and William Treloar, have often asserted that it would be 
impossible to distinguish one from the other. Ata depth of from 20 to 40 fathoms the 
ore of Morro Velho yielded only from 21% to 3 oits. per ton; the Capaho at its present 
depth, 26 fathoms, will yield by the large test of 34 tons, upwards of 5 oits. of gold per 
ton. Three stamps, working in all 27 heads, each head capable of stamping 2 tons per 
diem, would begin to work immediately the rainy season sets in, which was daily ex- 
pected bf the last report, dated Oct. 28.—Emily Mine: The great lode of this mine 
crops out on the surface, at an elevation of nearly 400 feet; ievels have been driven 
from the sides of the mountain to intersect this lode, and winzes have been sunk from 
level to level for the descent of the ore, and tramroads have been laid down for its con- 
veyance toa stamps ot 18 heads, all of which are on the point of completion. The great 
lode of the Emily has never been touched, but a trial made by Captain Treloar of ore 
taken even from the top of the mountain showed a return of 2 oiltavas of gold per ton. 
With these details before him every shareholder may make his own calculations, and 
form his own conclusions; and I have only further to remark, that there are ores and 
water-power sufficient for the employment of at least 100 stamp-heads more. 


Wetsu State Quarries anp Raitways.—Amongst the many signs 
of progress which may be witnessed, that of a line of railway from Portmadoc to the 
Croiser and Rhosydd Slate Quarries is not the least important. These quarries are 
situate on the south side of the Moelwyn mountains, and so are debarred from easy access 
to the Festiniog and Portmadoc Railway; and it was, therefore, necessary that an in- 
dependent line should be made to the port, Therailway starts from near Ynys Towyn, 
in Portmadoc, where it is purposed to erect a large quay; and fora distance of some 
five miles or so runs along the flat level Traeth, over the River Glaslyn, on past Ynys- 
fawr, and from thence to the base of the mountain. From this point it is all up-hill 
work, there being no less than four inclines, one of which is very steep, and over a quarter 
of a mile in length. The contractors are Mr. Pritchard and Mr. Gregory, of Bangor, 
the entire work being executed by Mr. Robert Jones, of Cricceth. This little railway 
is about eight miles in length, and exceedingly well mate. Would it not be advisable 
to run a branch line from near Ynys‘awr through the Aberglasiyn Pass (tapping the 
copper mines there) to Beddgelert, and up to the foot of Snowdon ? Sach a line would 
be available for passengers as well as goods traffic.—North Wales Chronicle.

Mr. Epwarp Cooke enquired what object they had in putting out Stancombe’s cross- 
cut at the 30 fm. level?—Mr. CoLtier replied that he believed it was expected that 
cross-cut would intersect another lode. 

The SEcRETARY stated that Capt, Richards was to have been present at this meeting ; 
but, being taken ill, he was prevented from attending. 

Mr. J. Y. Watson enquired if the October costs had been pald?—The SecreTary 
replied that the October costs had been paid, as shown in the cash account; but the 
profit and loss account comprised the costs of the four months from June to September, 
against which there were the four months’ returns for those months. There were 4 tons 
of tin sold a few days since, which, of course, would go against the October cost. 

Mr. T. Rosewarne said his interest in the undertaking was now so small that he did 
not think it worth his while to make any comment with reference to the costs. Upon 
previous occasions, when he held a considerably large interest, he had expressed his 
opinion on this subject, and he need now qnly remind the meeting of what he told them 
ten or twe!ve months since—that unless some of the tutwork expenses were curtailed 
the mine would continue to work at a loss.

Mr. Rosewakrve said that cross-cuts to the extent of 100 fms. had been driven through 
in nothing but bare ground.———Mr. Cottier did not think that could be the case, be- 
cause the tin lode was discovered by cross-cutting. ——Mr. RosEWaRrnE, admitting that 
to be the case, could not see what advantage the discovery had been to the shareholders. 
——The Secretary reminded Mr, Rosewarne that the lode referred to had already 
yielded about 1500/. worth of tin, and that, according to the reports, there was a con- 
siderable quantity of ground opened that was likely to produce a large quantity of ore, and

Mr. J. Y. Watson said, when upon the mine in June last there were so many points 
to come off that he was induced to purchase 300 shares; butsnone of those points had 
yet appeared to come off.——Mr. RosEWARNE said when he found the lode from the 30 
to the 40 had increased in value he expected, as did everyone else, that it would be 
found good at the 60; but such did not prove to be the case. Since the cutting of the 
lode in the 60, about 20 fms.bad been driven, but it was not yet “ to value ;” therefore, 
the great ploneer point in the mine had so far failed.

The Secrrary, in reply to a question, stated that in the statement of assets: nd 1 u- 
bilities the merchants’ bills up to the end of October were included,——-The Cua. .sian 
said it was estimated by Capt. Richards that the costs for the coming four months would 
be about 2600/.,and the returns he expected would produce 1300/.——Mr. E. Cooke 
said in those four months it was but reasonable to expect that some important improve- 
ment would take place, 

Mr. J. Y. Watson thought that the expenses should be reduced as much as possible, 
and enquired if the returns estimated at the last meeting by Capt. Richards had been ex- 
ceeded ?—-The SEcRETARY replied the returns were estimated at 16 tons, but 14 had 
been sold.——Mr. E, Cooke considered that was a very fair resuit, it being only & ton 
per month less than the quantity estimated.——The Secretary said Capt. Richards’s 
estimates for years past had been ext dinarily te, and he believed the present 
was the first time there had been so much difference.——A call of 5s. per share was 
made, a discount of 5 per cent. to be allowed if the call be paidon or before Dec. 28, 

Mr. E. Cooke said he was about to submit a resolution which he believed would meet 
with the unanimous support of his fellow-shareholders, the object in view being to ob- 
tain a reduction or a suspension of the dues. He was sure that none could say that the 
shareholders were asking too much, for while they were willing to expend their money 
in the development of a mining property it was only natural to expect that the owner 
of such a property would deal liberally with those who were developing its resources, 
In North Robert the lord had received upwards of 46007. in dues, while the shareholders 
had had no return whatever; and, moreover, it was to be remembered that the dues 
were unusually high, more particularly upon the tin. Why, it was only that day week 
he attended the meeting in Cornwall of the Tincroft Mine; that was a property in a 
regular dividend-paying stute, dividing gst its shareholders 3000/. quarterly, and 
yet some time since, upon an application to the lord, a new lease for 21 years was 
granted, with a 1-26th royalty, and no premiam whatever was required. With such 
instances as these before them, it could not be said they were asking too much for a 
reduction or suspension of the dues in North Robert. He (Mr. Cooke) did not mean to say 
that the lord had received more than his due, because it was according to the terms agreed 
upon; but, taking all circumstances into consideration, he thought the sharcholders 
might justly seck a remission of those dues; and, if they were not met in a liberal spirit, 
he, for one, should certainly not advocate a further development of the property, but 
should propose that all tutwork operations should be stopped, and that the ore in sight 
should be realised, which, with the sale of the materials, would return to the share- 
holders something of the great outlay they had incurred. He concluded by proposing 
the following resolution : —- ‘ 

“Tt appearing that the sum of 46501. has been paid by the company for dues to the 
lessor, while the shareholders have received no return whatsoever, and that the rate of 
dues is unusually bigh for the present state of the mine, more particularly upon the tin, 
resolved that application be at once made to the lessor for a considerable permanent re- 
duction, or a total suspension, of the dues for at least 12 months; and if a sa’ 
arrangement be not made within one month from this date, that a special general meet- 
ing be forthwith held, to consider the propriety of confining the operations to returning 
the ore laid open, with the view to the abandonment of the mine.” 

Sir W. Smira thought it was desirable that a special general meeting should be held, 
to enable Capt. Richards to give the shareholders information upon the general condi- 
tion of the mine, so that some decision might be to.—He seconded the proposition. 




















Mr. RosEWARNg, in support of it, said that the lord should remember that the calls 
paid by the shareholders had been very heavy, If they were not met with in thespirit 
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‘they expected, and certainly were entitled to, the best thing for the shareholders to do 
would be to adopt the alternative referred to in the resolution. 

Mr. CoLtier said that, although he was not in a position to oppose the motion before 
the meeting, yet he thought it might be desirable to state that his brother had reduced 
the dues upon the ore taken from his portion of the estate to 1-18th, and that his mother 
had assisted the mine to be carried on by making the company a present of a very valu- 
able and ancient stream of water. That water was carried across her land, and her 
house was situated about 40 yards from the ventilating-shaft. Taking ali these cir- 
<amstances into consideration, he did not think the shareholders could complain about 
‘dacs, for the property, as an estate, had been altogether destroyed. He had no objec- 
tion to the application being made; but he should be sorry to hold out the hopethat his 
mother would abandon her dues.——Mr. M‘CALtan said the company had already paid 
in daes more than the whole property, as an estate, was worth.—Mr, CoLLiex sald, if 
that were so, it was no argument that the dues should be abandoned. The dues were 
taken in the shape of rent.——-Mr. M‘CALLAN said the proposition was a perfectly just one. 

The SeckeTary thought the lessors should remember that there was no mine in Corn- 
wall, standing in such a position as North Robert, paying such heavy dues for tin. 

Mr. Cottier sald that was a question which should have been thought of before- 
hand. His mother was entitled to 1-12th dues.——-Mr. Burts said the proprietors 
would only have been too happy to pay the dues if the mine had succeeded.——Mr, E, 
Cooke said that Mr. Collier had referred to a stream of water, the use of which had been 
presented by the lessor to the company; but he (Mr. Cooke) supposed that the company 
had had to pay for the land.—-Mr. Cottier had no doubt the company paid for the 
land at the time, although not for the use of the water.——Mr. E. Cooke said he was 
mot upon the committee, bat he did think it should be their object tocurtail the expenses, 
——The CHAIRMAN sald he should be happy to propose Mr, Cooke as a member of the 
committee.—-Mr, Cooke was much obliged to the Chairman for the compliment, but he 
objected upon principle, thinking it an improper position for a market-man to occupy ; 
bat he thought the committee should take immediate action with regard to the expenses. 

Mr. M‘CALLAN said there could be no question as to who had made most out of the 
North Robert Mine.--—The resolution was then put and carried unanimously. 

The committee of management were re-elected, the names of Mr. Hawes and Mr, 
M’Callan being added as additional members.——A vote of thanks to the Chairman ter- 
minated the proceedings.

Mr. P. J. Kearney (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The report of the directors stated that they had not as yet been able to 
obtain, on mortgage or otherwise, the amount (5000/.) they were autho- 
rised to raise, consequently there would seem to be no alternative between 
procuring the requisite funds in some other way, or forfeiting the capital already ex- 
pended by abandoning the undertaking; this latter course the directors could not re- 
commend, because their own opinion, formed from personal inspection of the quarry, 
and sustained by the judgment of experienced persons, is unaltered as its pre- 
sent indications and its prospects of ultimate success ; and they firmly believe that ata 
depth altogether insignificant, when compared with that of other neighbouring quarries, 
a good yield of slates may be obtained. The directors advised that in lieu of the 2000 
new shares of 27. 10s. each recently authorised, 2000 of 5/. each be substituted, carrying 
& perpetual preference dividend of 10 per cent. on the amounts paid up, and not to be 
transferable without the consent of the directors. This would provide a further working 
capital of 10,000/., a moiety of which would, probably, be alone required to bring the 
quarry into a dividend state. 

The report of the engineer (Mr. G. L. Fuller) was read. It stated that he saw no 
reason to alter his opinion as regards ultimate results. 

The CuarrnMan, in moving the adoption of the report, stated that the works at the 
quarry had not progressed so rapidly as would have been the case had there been ample 
capital, but in the present state of affairs the directors thought it advisable that the 
opinion of some eminent Welsh quarry manager should be obtained, and with that view 
he had written to Mr. W. Williams, the manager of Lord Palmerston’s quarry, to make 
an inspection of the Lower Taldrws property, and to give his opinion as to the probable 
result of farther working.

~—— Mr. FULLER explained in detail the process of ‘ breaking down,” and stated that the 
estimate had been exceeded by at least 1500/. in not having succeeded in obtaining water- 
power as soon as expected..——The CHAIRMAN, in reply to a question, stated that he did 
not think there was the smallest probability of the shareholders receiving dividends 
until 10,0002, had been expended upon the quarry.——The report ef the directors was 
received and adopted, when the meeting was made special.——The CuairmMan said the 
object of the special meeting was known to the shareholders, and, therefore, he would at 
once submit the proposed resolutions. They were to the effect that so much of the spe- 
cial resolution passed at the previous meeting was rescinded; and that the directors 
should be authorised to issue any number not exceeding 2000 shares, of the nominal value 
of 51. each, 1/. per share to be payable on allotment, and farther calls of 1/. each, if re- 
quired, at intervals of not less than four months: such shares to be entitled to a “ per- 
petual preferential dividend” of 10 per cent. per annum (in priority of “ ordinary ” shares) 
on the amounts paid up, and not to be transferable without consent of the directors.

Mr. Home asked if it was the caty of the captain to telegraph to the London office or 
to the purser?———The Cnarrman said the information should be sent to the office in 
London,—— The SecreTary said there was the same complaint at Tavistock. He was 
told that the son of a gentleman living at Tavistock was upon the mine on the day re- 
ferred to at eleven o’clock, when Capt. Goldsworthy was asked if there was any change 
in the lode, and he was told that the reply Capt. Goldsworthy made was, “ It still continues 
a magnificent course of ore ;” but at two o'clock Capt. Goldsworthy sent a telegram to 
the office to the effect “ that the lode had fallen off to 20/. per fm.” 

Mr. Scuorretp sald the fact appeared to be, then, that at the very time Capt. Golds- 
wortby said “ there was stil! a magnificent course of ore” it was known to some brokers 
in London that the falling off had taken place, which was not known at the office until 
more than three hours afterwards. —— Mr. E. Cooke said these were facts certainly suffi- 
cient to raise some suspicion in the minds of shareholders. 

The CHAIRMAN said the committee would be glad to put a stop to such practices, and 
whatever resolution the meeting adopted they would see it was properly carried out. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired if the committee had confidence in Capt. Goldsworthy ? 

The CHAIRMAN made no reply. ——A SHAREHOLDER repeated the question, and stated 
that if the committee had not confidence in Capt. Goldsworthy they should appoint some 
one in whom they had confidence.——Mr. ScnorreLp said the impression had for some 
time existed that the office was the last place to obtain information about East Russell. 

Mr. Hume said it appeared that those who had the first information were the worst off. 

Mr. ScnorreLp said there were, no doubt, parties in the mine who were paid to give 
priority of information ; but, as there were only six men in the 120 fathom level end— 
the point of importance—the grievance of which shareholders now plained could be 
easily remedied if the captain did his duty. The gentleman was now in the room who 
told him (Mr. Schofield) of the falling off some considerable time before it was known 
at the office. —The Secretary said he had heard that Mr. Gompers and Capt. Golds- 
worthy corresponded. 

Mr. Gomrenrs said he had heard the same observation himself very often. He con- 
fessed he had tried his utmost to obtain the earliest information, but he had never yet 
been able to succeed in getting it direct from Capt. Goldsworthy.

Mr. Scuorretp thought the best thing the meeting could do would be to refer the 
subject to the committee.——The Cnatrman said the committee would be very glad to 
adopt any suggestion, but the difficulty would be to carry it out——Mr. ScHoFiELp said 
the best thing was to make some one responsible for sending the first information to the 
office, and upon the first occasion it was not done to dismiss the party. 

The CuarrMan, in reply to a question, stated that Capt. Goldsworthy lived on the 
mine.——Mr. Gompers said the shareholders would be perfectly surprised to see the 
various means employed to obtain the first information. A gentleman in Tavistock, 
it seemed, had sent his son to the mine to endeavour to get the earliest information, but 
it appeared had not succeeded.—HMr.

the profits as the directors may deem requisite, be applied towards redemption of the 
said mortgage bonds.—4. That such redemption shall begin after three years from the date 
of issue of the said bonds, and that one-fourth of such bonds shall be then annually re- 
deemed at par, the particular bonds to be redeemed by lot, and that six months’ notice 
be given to the holders of the bonds that become redeemable under these provisions.— 
5. That these bonds be in the first place offered to the shareholders in proportion to the 
shares held by theni.—6. That a committee of shareholders be appointed to meet the

been done at fair market prices.— Weat Hores have fluctuated, but show a firmer ten- 
dency.— GRENVILLE, Union, and Uny have charged bands at nominal prices.—NortTa 
CrorTYs have been dealt in at present quotations.—Nortu TRESKeRBYs are bein gf- 
fered at much lower rates, and not freely dealt in.—St. Day Unrreps have also receaed. 
—East Wear Love ts have fluctuated very much, but a large number of shares ap- 
pears to have changed hands.—Great WHEAL ForTUNES have been dealt in at nominal 
prices.—New Rosewarnes have varied in price, but several shares have changed hands. 
—PRovIDENcE shares continue firm, and buyers found at minimam prices. 

East Carapons have been dealt in at improved prices, with a tendency to advance.— 
MarKE VALLEY, GLascow CARADON, and GonaMENA are quoted lower, and very quiet.

And even unbiassed persons who are employed to inspect generally give a 
lower estimates, for the very laudable reason of being on the safe side. Whether any 
confidence can be placed in the reports referred to, in the face of the majority of those 
who are equally disinterested, unbiassed and ingenuous, woald only become a matter of 
opinion, or judgment, whilst the sales of tin realised must put the subject of dispute at 
rest. Therefore, with the official report of Capt. Burgan, and that of Capt. John Nan- 
carrow, as well as others, which, in all probability, will appear in the usual Mining Cor- 
respondence of this day’s Journal,I think I may safely recommend all who have pur- 
chased! for investment, or intend todo so, not to be led away by the antagonism of 
party feeling.

Alluding tothe report briefly last week, there was 
no room to descant in detail on the improved prospects of this mine; but the chief point 
of interest therein exists in the fact that the two first samplings of ore in the'past four 
months, compared with the two first of the current four months, showed an excess in 
the latter over the former of nearly 2007. ; and, should this rate of increase continue, the 
March meeting will show a much improved balance of funds in hand.

ARGYLE MINES (Ardrishaig).—Wm. Jeffrey, Dec. 2: The deep, or adit level, dur- 
ing the last 16 fms, driving, has altered its course more towards the west lode. The 
lode in this driving has been very small, and sometimes no lode at all, and no ore to be 
seen of any kind; during the last 6 ft., however, it has increased in size to 4 inches, 
mixed with lead, copper, and sulphur, and of a kindly appearance.

Williams, Dec. 8: In my last report I mentioned that 
we had seen the lode in the Guide shaft 10 ft. wide ; since which the men have been ex- 
tending south in order to ascertain the width of the lode, which we have now 17 feet 
wide, and no south wall as yet to be seen; the lode for the whole of this width will pay 
very well for working, it is so wide that we shall work it by an open cutting from the 
surface, Every miner who has seen it is sure that the lode will prove better in 
depth. All we now want is to increse our stamping-power, so as to enable us to return 
a greater quantity of tin monthly, as we are certain to do well.

SHockine Cottizry Expiosion.—The British Iron Company’s Green 
Pit, at Ruabon, North Wales, was the scene of a fearful explosion on Wed- 
nesday morning, by which ten persons lost their lives, and ten others sus- 
tained serious injuries. About 11 o’clock a loud explosion was heard in 
the south side of the pit, and on an exploring party going to the place they found that 
aquantity of brickwork had been blown down, and a portion of the pitset on fire. Nine 
bodies were recovered and brought to bank, and eleven persons were found to have sus- 
tained burns and contusions, one of whom died subsequently. Some 211 men were ut 
work at the time of the explosion. From the appearance of the bodies, suffocation and 
not burning seemed to have been the causeof death. The cause of the explosion is stated 
to have arisen from one of the men who was b'asting with powder having fired the gas. 
The pit is the most extensive in North Wales, there being 300 men or more employed in 
it. The depth is 345 yards. Only four months since a fatal explosion took place at the 
same pit, by which several men were lost. At 7 o’clock on Wedneday night the fire 
was stated to be extinguished, and active exertions were being made to restore the ven- 
tilation. The inquest was formally opened yesterday morning.

Can 
any of your readers inform me the aggregate cost for the carriage, ropes, and all com- 
plete for an incline three miles long, with a gradient of 1 in 8, the weight to be drawn 
up not to exceed three trucks of fair average weight, carrying in the aggregate 20 tons ? 
I desire the reply, if possible, to be direct, and unencumbered by calculations of any 
kind; thus—‘ The cost for the traction carriage, ropes, and all necessary appliances 
for working the funicular traction system, including the putting down of the neces- 
sary apparatus and all other expenses upon the line mentioned, the road being already 
made, and the rails laid in the usual manner on transverse sleepers, 4 ft. 844 in. guage, 
will be 10/7. or 10,0007. as the case may be.

The Manufacture of Gas isa subject that interests but a very small pro- 
portion of those who use it, and to this reason may be attributed the bad- 
ness of the quality of that so frequently supplied to consumers, both in Lon- 
don and the provinces, 

To obtain a certain amount of light is all that most people think about, 
and this they accomplish by the mere act of opening the valve until a suffi- 
cient volume of gas is ignited to satisfy their requirements. The varia- 
tions in quality are seldom noticed, and an increase in the quantity used 
on occasions when an iaferior quality has to be dealt with is in like manner 
unheeded, ' 

Fifty years ago, when the streets of our large towns were lighveu oy | 
means of oil lamps, and the same agents were employed as an illuminating 
power in all places where the most brilliant light was required, people 
were easily able to determine as to the quality of the materials of which the 
lamp was made up, and woefully did they grumble when they were de- 
prived of the quantity of light to which they were accustomed, as in such 
instances the only mode of making up the deficiency was by increasing the 
number of lamps. Now, however, they are not subject to the same con- 
tingencies, but are able to satisfy their wants in the manner first indicated 
without even detecting that they do so by the substitution of quantity for 
quality. True it is, however, that when they receive their bills from the 
gas company they are sometimes surprised at the amount, and this is the 
more puzzling to that class of people whose habits are so regular, and whose 
requirements are at all times so nearly identical, that they well know the 
difference has not been caused by any increase of consumption on their 
part; but here the matter ends, unless, indeed, they suspect the meter does 
not work correctly, and then they lay to the meter the complaint that 
should often be made against the quality of the gas. None can fail to ad- 
mit the vast importance to the public of possessing a light as nearly equal 
to that of the sun as can possibly be produced at such a price as will per- 
mit of its general adoption. At the present time there can be little doubt 
that ‘gas is the only article that can supply this necessity. It eminently 
combines economy with results of an effective nature. Gas is capable of 
producing a much greater amount of light than any other artificial medium 
(with the exception of electricity), and that at a considerably cheaper rate; 
therefore, it is evident that gas will be more extensively used in each suc- 
ceeding year. The question is, from what material can we obtain the 
largest quantity and best quality of gas? ‘The following statistics clearly 
demonstrate that Cannel is the commodity most suitable for that purpose, © 

It has been ascertained by Dr. FRaANKLAND that 20 sperm candles, for 
ten hours, would cost as follows, in the several artificial lights named:— 
Spermaciti candles, 6s, 8d.; paraffin candles, 3s. J0d.; tallow candles, 
2s. 8d.; sperm oil, 1s. 10s.; paraffin oil, 6d.; coal gas, 44d.; Cannel gas, 3d, 

This evidence is most conclusive and satisfactory. Why, then, is not 
Cannel more extensively used? One reason is that most of the large gas 
companies obtain a fancied augmentation to their profits by the sale of

‘The only way to alter this is to give up the use of the 
common trash that is sent here as gas coal, and in its place to use Cannel, 
then will the public be better served, the health of the metropolis improved, 
and the stigma that London is the worst lighted city in the world will 
be removed.

THE MORFA EXPLOSION—THE CORONER’S INQUEST. 

The inquest is over. The thirty-nine hapless beings who were killed 
‘in this colliery have been decently buried, and, by “ the splendid munifi- 
cence” of the lessor and lessee of the colliery the unfortunate families of 
the deceased colliers have been provided for. We cheerfully admit that 
credit is due to the two Members of Parliament for the county for thus 


voluntarily discharging a duty, which railway companies are compelled 
by law to observe. We cannot, however, agree with those of our con- 
temporaries in describing their conduct in this matter either as “splendid” 
or “munificent.” They have simply done their duty, and no more. 
Surely no honourable men would strive to evade the responsibilities of a 
moral obligation, because the laxity of the law did not oblige them to 
adopt a course consistent with common honesty, and in harmony with a 
principle sanctioned and adopted by the Legislature in reference to fatal 
and other accidents on railways. Personally, we believe these gentlemen 
are not to blame, but Messrs. Vivian are certainly responsible for the 
negligence of their servants, as much as railway directors are for the mis- 
conduct of theirs, and we can see no reason why the same measure of 
compensatory justice should not be meted out to both. 

After a careful perusal of the evidence given at the inquest, as reported 
in the newspapers, we are unable to arrive at any other conclusion than 
that this “‘accident” might have been prevented, had the ordinary means 
of securing the safety of the men been strictly and undeviatingly resorted 
to. We shall give the reasons why we differ with the coroner’s jury; but, 
in the first place, we wish to direct the attention of our readers to the ver- 
dict, and especially to the main question which was, or ought to have 
been, the subject of the inquest. 

The verdict was as follows: — We find that Micuart CrawLey came 
by his death in consequence of an explosion of fire-damp, but how the 
explosion took place there is no evidence to show.” 

If we refer to the Act of Parliament passed for the Regulation and In- 
spection of Coal Mines, 23d and 24th Vict., cap. 151, we shall find the 
first general ruale—which the Act states ‘shall be observed in every col- 
liery or coal mine apd ironstone mine by the owner and agent thereof ”— 
to be as follows:—‘* An adequate amount of ventilation shall be constantly 
produced in all coal mines or collieries and ironstone mines, to dilute and 
render harmless noxious gases, to such an extent that the working places 
of the pits, levels, and workings of every colliery and mine, and the tra- 
velling roads to and from such working places, shall, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, be in a fit state for working and passing therein.” 

The very occurrence of an explosion is prima facie evidence of the non- 
observance of this rule; for had the colliery been adequately ventilated, as 
required by it, the explosion would and could not have happened. The 
attention of the jury, therefore, ought to have been steadily directed to the 
state of the ventilation before the occurrence of the explosion, in order to 
ascertain not only how the explosion took place, but how such a large ac- 
cumulation of fire-damp, as there undoubtedly was, happened to be in the 
mine, for this was the primary cause of the explosion, Unfortunately, 
coroners’ inquests puzzle themselves, and hood-wink the public, by direct- 
ing their investigations into the wrong channel, under the impression that 
the calamity is solely attributable to the ignition, and not to the existence 
of fire-damp in the mine; and hence a great deal of time is uselessly wasted 
in attempts to discover by whom ‘the fire-damp was ignited, whilst the 
most important question receives comparatively but little attention. Such 
a mode of procedure may “ make things pleasant” to owners and agents, 
but it completely sets at nought the imperative requirements of the law. 

In this case the jury find “ that Micuart CrawLey came by his death in 
consequence of an explosion of fire-damp.” That being so, was it not their 
obvious and imperative duty to pursue the enquiry a step further, and as- 
certain how it was that such a fearful accumulation of fire-damp existed 
in the mine, and men were compelled to work in so dangerous an atmo- 
sphere, that the slightest accident to the frail wire gauze of a safety-lamp 
was certain to destroy the lives of all within its influence? Had the in- 
quest adopted such a course, and brought but ordinary intelligence to bear 
upon the subject, we cannot but think that they would have arrived at a 
sounder and more legitimate conclusion than they did, when they found 
that ‘‘there was no evidence to show how the explosion took place.” 

The subject is a highly important one, and demands an open, free, and 
an unbiased discussion. The highest interests of both owners, agents, and 
workmen are involved in it. This inquest is but an instance of a system 
which has been pursued for many years, and we trust that our remarks 
may be viewed as applying to a general practice more than to any par- 
ticular case. We take this instance because it is the most recent, and not 
because it is worse than others. We are uninfluenced by any personal 
considerations, our only motive being to promote the cause of humanity. 
Trusting that our readers will bear in mind these apologetical observa- 
tions, we shall proceed to cite so much of the evidence as appears to us 
confirmatory of what we have already said, and add such observations as 
may be required for the elucidation of the subject. Betore, however, 
quoting the evidence, it ought to be mentioned that this colliery is well 
known as a fiery one, and that, previous to the recent explosion, two others 
had occurred, by which 20 lives were lost; so that, as far as such fearful 
warnings go, there has been quite enough toinduce the adoption of every 
possible precautionary and preventive measure ‘ 

The first witness was Mr. Grey, the general manager of the colliery. 
We regret to find that the evidence of this gentleman is vague and unsa- 
tisfactory, and is more remarkable for what he did not say than for what 
he did, notwithstanding that some of his evidence appears to us as inex- 
plicable. He says that he has been manager for 15 years, so that he can- 
not be otherwise than most thoroughly acquainted with the ery; He 
says that he had “ the air of the colliery measured this morning ” (Nov. 6), 
which would be about the same, or not quite so good, as on the morning 
of the accident; “and I find that the total quantity of air going down to the 
9-feet vein, when the explosion occurred, is 21,664 cubic feet per minute; 
the total quantity of air going into the south side of the colliery is 76,500 
cubic feet per minute. The total quantity of air going into the north and 
east is 19,404 cubic feet per minute; going into the 6-feet vein, 2700 cubic 
feet per minute, which will make a total quantity going into the colliery 
of 98,604 eubic feet of air per minute. The total distance which the air 
has to travel from coming down the pit until it again reaches the furnace, 
so as to ventilate the eastern part of the pit, is 2854 yards, and on the 
western side 2279 yards.” 

Now, Mr. Grey is reported to have said that he had had the air mea- 
sured on the morning of the day upon which he gave this evidence, and he 
subsequently said that many of the doors were broken, and numerous heavy 
falls had taken place; and, further, he adds—* TI have been en with 
relays of men in clearing away the falls, both in the west engine-plane and 
No. 5 and No. 6 west levels, and No. 6 east level. Many of the falls are 
very heavy, from 20 to 25 yards long, and quite up to the roof. Inclear- 
ing away these falls it is necessary to re-timber, which is a very slow pro- 
cess,” with much more to the same effect. Weunderstand from this that 
the repairs were in progress, but far from completion, on the day of the in- 

uest, when the air was measured; and we cannot understand how it was 
that 98,000 cubic feet of air was forced through a colliery in such a dilapi- 
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dated condition. Nor can we comprehend how the ventilation could be as 
good then as before the disastrous explosion happened. Mr. Grey must 
excuse our frankness, when we tell him that there must have been a mis- 
take somewhere, and we trust that he is not responsible for it. 

Apart from the incredulity which hovers over this statement, we think 
the witness might have told us somewhat more on a subject of such vital 
importance. For we cannot disguise the fact that the information commu- 
nicated is extremely meagre and unsatisfactory. The areas and depths of 
the pits, the mode of coursing the air, the number of splits, the areas of the 
air-ways, the velocities of the air in the in-take and out-take, with other de- 
tails, such as are frequently given in such cases, would have been an accept- 
able addition to what has been given. Considering that Her Masesty’s 
Inspector of Mines was present, and knowing, as he does, the vast import- 
ance attached to this subject, we are surprised that he made no attempt to 
obtain more and better information from Mr. Grey, and gave more him- 
self. It is true that both he and Mr. Grey expressed an opinion that the 
colliery was well ventilated, but neither of them gave any reliable evidence 
that such was the fact, whilst the occurrence of three explosions leads toa 
very different conclusion. The silence of Mr. Evans as to the quantity of 
air, of which it was his duty to be thoroughly informed, has great signifi- 
cance; and, with what has been already said, strengthens our incredulity 
as to the mine having been adequately ventilated. ‘This conclusion is con- 
firmed by the evidence of the men, who were less reticent than the manager 
of the colliery and the representative of the Crown. 

W. Barrass: “I then asked him if he could see any gas coming off? 
and he said, ‘No; you must put your lamp up to the edge of the goaf 
before you can firfd any.’ The end of the goaf would be about a yard 
from where the men were working. ‘The gas would, of course, be at the 
top of the goaf. On the Friday (the day before the explosion), when in 
the pit, I went up to this stall (No. 5, west level); there was then a brat- 
tice within 8 or 9 feet from the front of the face. There is now a very 
heavy fall at the mouth of the stall. Joun Evans, the night overman, 
told me there was gas in No. 7, east level. The gas was in the level just 
before the air; the level was 13 or 14 yards before the air—there was no 
brattice there. ‘There is a fault there, which carries the gas. I stopped 
the level directly I was told there was gas inthe face: It would have been 
better to have bratticed the place, and got rid of the gas in that manner, 
rather than stop the level when gas is coming off.’’ 

W. Drummer: “I was at work during the night preceding the accident. 
I found a little gas in the top of the heading; there was, perhaps, 6 or 
7 yards of gas there. I found this gas by holding up my lamp there. I 
was in the west upper heading, and there was a little gas there also.” 

Tuomas Huaues: ‘ Was at work in the colliery the night before the 
accident. Worked in the west side. There was gas in the old works in 
the top, but not sufficient in quantity to make the working dangerous; the 
gas was 1} or 2 yards from me. I found this gas there when I began to 
work, and left it there when I leftoffwork. The fireman knew of this gas.” 

We regret our limited space precludes us from quoting more of the evi- 
dence; what we have adduced, however, so demonstratively points out the 
cause of the accident, that we cannot but express our astonishment at the 
verdict of the jury, when it positively avers that ‘‘ there was no evidence to 
show how the explosion took place.” Bearing in mind that this evidence 
was given with that reserve which is natural to working men under such 
circumstances, the facts to which they have sworn can lead to but one con- 
clusion in every unbiased mind, and especially with those who are tho- 
roughly conversant with the subject. 

How it was that the fire-damp was ignited was of infinitely less im- 
portance than what ought to have been the chief enquiry, but which ap- 
pears to have been only a subordinate one—and that was, how it happened 
that the colliery was in such a foul and dangerous state? Had the venti- 
lation been as good as represented by the opinions of Messrs. Grey and 
Evans, and properly coursed through the whole of the colliery and up to 
the face of all the works, naked or unprotected lights would have done no 
harm, although it would have been wrong to expose such lights in a fiery 
colliery. At best the use of unprotected lights is but a venial offence, as 
compared to the practice of allowing men to work in an atmosphere so 
charged with fire-damp as to render the culpability of one man, or the 
slightest accident to the gauze of a safety-lamp, so destructive to the lives 
of his fellow-workmen and to the property of the owners. 

So long as coroners continue to grope in the dark, seeking for secondary 
causes, which they rarely or never find, and are content with the loosest 
possible evidence on the trae cause of an explosion, we entertain no hope 
of witnessing any diminution of the loss of life in our collieries; and we 
think it is high time that an effort should be made to institute some ot her 
and more competent tribunals, so that the torrents of blood now shed in 
our coal mines may he stayed, and the humane intentions of the Legis- 
lature in passing the Inspection Acts may be fully realised. 








THE GOLD FIELDS O¥ NOVA SCOTIA. 


The yield of gold in the various gold districts of Nova Scotia during the 
quarter ending September is very satisfactory as compared with precedipg 
periods. Mr. P. S. Hamilton, the chief gold commissioner, has published 
in the Halifax Royal Gazette a series of tables giving the particulars re- 
lating to the gold mining areas being worked, as shown by the monthly 
statistical returns of the deputy commissioners. The subjoined is an ab- 
stract:—The total yield of gold for the half-year ending June 30 was 
5198 ozs., worth about 16,0002. sterling, and the total yield during the 
quarter ending September was 4620 ozs. 2 dwts. 2 grs., worth about 14,2507. 
The average number of men employed was 966; there were 28 crushing 
mills at work in July, and 29 in the two succeeding months, eight being 
driven by water-power and the remainder by steam. During the quarter 
52014 tons of quartz were crushed, so that the yield has averaged 17 dwts. 
19 grs. nearly, or seven-eighthsofan ounce totheton. The average value 
of each man’s weekly get of gold has, consequently, been nearly 23s., which 
gives 3s, 10d. for each working day. The lowest yield has been from the 
Waverley district, where the quartz yields about 7 dwts. to the ton of ore. 
The highest yield has been from the Isaac’s harbour and Montague dis- 
tricts, but the quantity of quartz crushed in these districts has been trifling. 
At Wine Harbour and Sherbrooke they have operated upon about 1920 tons 
of quartz, mud, and gravel, and obtained, with the aid of 225 men and 
nine crushing-mills, 2025 ozs. 16 dwts. 7 grs. of gold, worth about 62501., 
or about 22, 13s. 4d. per week per man. There has been a trifling de- 
crease each month, owing, it appears, chiefly to less quartz having been 
operated upon in the one case, and fewer men being employed in the other.

It will thus be seen that the yield of gold is moderately regular. The 
Colonist observes that the portion crushed in the Wine Harbour and Sher- 
brooke districts amounted to very nearly one-third of the whole quantity 
crushed in the province; and a large proportion of this was, in fact, allu- 
vium, that was run through the crushers without any separate return of it 
being made. This being all counted as quartz, of course lowers what is 
really the fair average yield of quartz alone. The maximum yield of gold 
throughout all the districts was—in July, 30 ozs.; in August, 560zs.; and 
in September, 66 0zs. per ton of quartz. In each of the three months the 
maximum yield of gold occurred at Wine Harbour. Such a yield as 66 ozs. 
of gold from 1 ton of quartz is really a marvellous one to be met with any- 
where. The opinion prevails that, as a general rule, the quartz veins in- 
crease in richness as they descend. __ 











Rattway Roiiixe Stock.—The rolling stock of the railways of the 
United Kingdom consists of 6400 locomotives, 15,366 passenger carriages. 
5937 other carriages attached to passenger trains, 187,000 merchandise, 
cattle, and mineral wagons, and about 5000 carriages of other descriptions. 
In all it consisted on Jan. 1 last of 219,522 vehicles—a number which, if 
they werelinked together, would reach from one end of Great Britain tothe other. The 
value of the rolling stock may be estimated in round figures at 27,000,000/., after 
allowing for depreciation and wear and tear. There being 11,500 miles of railway open, 


REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM, 
Dec. 9.—The Coal and other trades in this district are, on the whole, 
exceedingly brisk, with a better prospect than for a very long period. The 
engine works and manufactories on the Tyne are many of them extremely 
busy, most of the large works having secured good orders, and some of 
them very extensive orders for boilers, locomotive-engines, &c., which will 
suffice to keep them fully employed for a considerable period. The Iron 
Trade continues very firm, and prices have still an upward tendency, makers 
both of pig and bar-iron, rails, &c., having an abundance of orders on hand. 
The blast-furnaces at Felling, which have been out a considerable time, 
are to be put into blast immediately, a quantity of ore having been stored 
there for the purpose; and it is understood that two furnaces are to be built 
at Elswick, by Sir William Armstrong, where the Redesdale ore, with 
other ores, will be smelted, and a very superior kind of iron is expected to 
be produced. The export trade in steam coal has, during November, been 
good, the totals showing a considerable increase as compared with the cor- 
responding month last year. The exports from Newcastle were—of coal, 
151,685 tons, and of coke 9387 tons; against 100,611 tons coal, and 8785 
tons coke. Sunderland, 61,809 tons coal, and 764 tons coke; against 
56,893 tons coal, and 5153 tons coke. Hartlepools, 33,238 tons coal, and 
2497 tons coke; against 34,694 tons coal, and 1832 tonscoke. Blyth, 9202 
tons coal, against 3625 tons. Shields, 3018 tons coal, against 4748 tons. 
Amble, 4071 tons coal, against 2421 tons. Middlesbro’, 5221 tons coal, 
and 2732 tons coke; against 5132 tons coal, and 2371 tons coke. Seaham, 
1597 tons coal, against 2400 tons. The total exports of coal having been 
269,751 tons, against 210,524 tons in November, 1862; and coke, 15,444 
tons, against 18,141 tons, showing an increase of 59,227 tons of coal, and 
a decrease of 2697 tons of coke. ‘This, it must be acknowledged, is a most 
satisfactory result, and the coal and other trades may now be said to have 
recovered from the depression they have so long suffered under, and the pro- 
spect for future employment for all classes of labour, and also for capital, is 
good. These remarks apply generally to all the staple trades of the district. 
The demand for,house, manufacturing, and coking coal is extremely good, 
and that for steam coal has certainly improved, so that the absence of fresh 
openings, or winnings, in the district supplying the latter description of 
coal must have the effect of the demand equalling the supply very shortly. 
The late trials of the various steam coals, directed by the Admiralty 
Board, have been watched with much interest by those interested in the 
North, and by the general public, and the result has, on the whole, been 
highly satisfactory. ‘The Welsh have, as usual, blown their trumpet very 
loud, and claimed a great and decided victory for their produce. The re- 
port, however, will set the matter in its true light, and also, it is under- 
stood, to a very great extent set the long-disputed question finally at rest. 
The coalowners of the North are perfectly satisfied that for general steam 
purposes no coal can surpass the best descriptions of Hartley steam coal. 
The long-agitated question of a deep-water dock, near the mouth of the 
Tyne, has again been revived with great vigour. Opposition schemes are 
also in the market for the formation of docks at other points—at Blyth and 


Cullercoats, or one of them. The principal obstacle opposed to the for- 
mation ot a dock on the Tyne is the want of a guarantee on the part of the steam coal- 
owners to ship a certain quantity of coal in the new dock, so that a guarantee would be 
given for the interest of the capital expended. The Tyne Commissioners, although 
willing and anxious to make this dock, cannot be expected to do so without some security. 
Bat whatever di(liculties may present themselves to the formation of docks on the Tyne, 
still greater obstructions must be encountered in forming docks at any other point, for, 
in addition to the docks, a harbour, or entrance, will be required capable of accommodat- 
ing the largest vessels, ‘There is no want of accommodation at present for small vessels, 
the great desideratum being increased accommodation for vessels of the largest ciass, 
and the River Tyne, it is evident, cannot be rivalled by any port north of it, unless a 
very heavy expenditureis incurred, It appears, therefore, to be perfectly absurd to pro- 
pose the formation of docks at elther of the places above mentioned, and to suppose that 
this can be done insuch @ manner as to compete with the appliances to be met with in 
the Tyne is perfectly chimerical. There can be no doubt that the depression felt in the 
steam coal trade has been the main cause of the postponement of the formation of the 
Low Light Docks, and as the prospect for the coal trade improves the difficulties and 
obstacles in the way will, no doubt, be removed. y 

The collieries of Messrs. Strakers and Love are gradually increasing 
their output of coal, the number of men at work constantly increasing, al- 
though rather slowly; there are now at work four of the pits, only one 
being entirely stopped. One of those pits is getting in full work, another 
one nearly so, at least two-thirds of the full quantity, and the remainder working 
smaller quantities. The owners of these collieries have issued notices to the effect that 
they will not in future employ Union men; that the wages at these collieries generally 
vary from 4s, to 7s. per day, but that at present some good workmen are earning from 
8s. to 9s. per day. House, coals, and gardens, are allowed, for a payment of 6d. per 
fortnight per man. A meeting was held at the T Hall, Gateshead, on Tues- 
day evening, for the purpose of stating the case of the men on strike, The meeting, 
which was very thinly attended, was addressed by Mr. Hughes, Mr. P. Doyle, and 
Mr. J. Johnson, who had worked at Brancepeth Collieries upwards of 17 years under 
Mr. Love. He gave an azcount of the different regulations that had prevailed at the 
pit during that time, and of the gradual use of the “ rocking” system. He did not 
deny the accuracy of the statement advertised by Mr. Love, as to the wages men can 
earn at present, but said they are working in the best places, and have men to remove 
the stone for them. If due allowance be made for this, presuming his statement to be 
correct (that is, Mr. Johnson’s statement), it is impossible to avoid coming to the 
conclusion that the prices paid for work here are really good, and they will, there can be 
no doubt, bear a favourable comparison with the average prices in the coal trade. The 
simple fact stated by Mr. Johnson, that he had been employed at one place for up- 
wards of 17 years, speaks volumes. It cannot be supposed that they would have re- 
mained so long together if the connection had not been mutually advantageous. The time 
appears to be past when an agreement can be come to with the old hands, which is 
much to be regretted, as after the concessions made by the owners there was no obsta- 
cle whatever in any way to prevent this. 

On Friday last a meeting was held at Hetton Colliery, the occasion 
being the presentation to Mr. J. Daglish, the viewer of that colliery, of a 
testimonial of respect, he having accepted an appointment as manager 
under the Marchioness of Londonderry. The testimonial consisted of a 
handsome silver tea kettle, of the value of 50 guineas. The Rev. Mr. Nicholl was called 
to the chair. He expressed his pleasure in assisting on the happy occasion, having 
known Mr. Daglish many years. During the whole of the time he had officiated as viewer 
at Hetton Colliery it had been his privilege to see much of him, and the more he had 
seen of him the more highly he had esteemed him. He believed it was the aim of Mr. 
Daglish to do justice to all; while he attended to the interests of his employers, he was 
never unmindful of those employed by the Hetton Company who attended to their duty 
in an honest and conscientious manner. He called upon Mr. Nicholas Wood to make 
the presentation. He was happy to say that he undertook the duty of making the pre- 
sentation with great pleasure. He had known Mr. Daglish almost from his childhood ; 
he had known him as passing through the ordeal of professional services of no light 
character, Having watched his progress upwards, it was a source of great satisfaction 
to him to find they were about to present such a testimonial as that before him to Mr. 
Daglish. When Mr. Daglish entered upon his duties at Hetton, he undertook a post 
which had been filled by a gentleman who was second to none in professional experience 
—he referred to the late Mr. Wales. He had communicated to Mr. Daglish the appro- 
bation of the Hetton Company with respect to his conduct during his servitude with 
them. Mr. Daglish, in his reply, was much affected. Ile said that the artistic and 
intrinsic value of the gift was doubled by its being presented through him (Mr. Wood). 
He hoped that the example of untiring perseverance, industry, and self-denial, which 
had been set him by Mr. Wood had been of service to him. He was sure they would 
believe him when he said that it had ever been to him a source of proud satisfaction to 
be attached to the Hetton Colliery. He spoke highly of the staff of officers employed at 
that colliery, and of the steadiness and intelligence of the workmen. Mr. Daglish con- 
cluded by again thanking them, on behalf of himself and wife, for their handsome gift. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Dec. 9.—The demand for iron continues, and is even rather more than 
less active. Orders will not now be taken, except at quarter-day’s prices, 
or at an advance of 1/. per ton on present rates; and it is understood that 
in some cases this advance has been actually conceded, though these are 
exceptional instances. It is said that not only are buyers anxious to place 
orders, but that those given out are pressed for completion, which is strong 
evidence that the demand is really sound. The advance in the rate of dis- 
count has not checked the demand in any degree, and no one now appears 
to doubt that the price will be raised at the preliminary meeting on the 
23d inst., if an advance should not be made previously. The only ques- 
tion in dispute is whether the advance will be 1/. or 30s., and at present 
the majority appear to de in favour of the latter amount, which would 
make an advance in bars from 7/. to 10/., or 44 per cent., within four 
months, the first advance of only 10s. per ton having been made on Au- 
gust 20. It is remarkable that the last great periods of activity in the Iron 
Trade began in 1843 and 1853, at intervals of 10 years. Pig-Iron is ad- 
vancing in price, and within the last fortnight has gone up 10s. per ton. 
At Birmingham, to-day, neither all-mine, hot-blast pigs, nor hematites, 
could be bought for less than 4/, 5s., and several makers asked 2s. 6d., 
and even 5s. more. Even cinder-pigs are 3/. 5s. to 37. 7s. 6d., and every- 
body appears to anticipate further advances. Ironstone and coal are both

The coal and iron 
trade in the Forest—especially former—is exceedingly brisk, and the colliers are at 
present very contented with their wages, 





g, and the colliers are asking for further advances in wages. The 
result of the last advances is, unhappily, that they are doing a day’s less 
work per week, and the puddlers, who worked well at first after the strike, 
when they were in debt at the shops, are now beginning to slacken as they 
get more wages. This is one reason why, when an advance in the price 
of iron begins, it goes so far as, instead of leading, the men to do more 
work, it causes many of them to do less and drink more. If the iron- 
workers were oustomers of the Post-office Savings’ Banks instead of the 
alehouse, the trade would be far steadier, “all would benefit, whilst 





their position would be permanently raised. It, is Ainfortunate that pud- 
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dlers, as a class, share so little in the general elevation which the working- 
classes have manifested.

The particulars of the accident have been previously stated, 
and that all the engineering witnesses agreed that the accident was owing to the pri- 
soner’s neglect. The defence was that the weight of the chain In another and deeper 
pit caused the chain in this case to “creep” after the action of the engine was stopped ; 
but Mr. Baker, the Government Inspector, said this could be immediately detected and 
at once ped by the engi Another ground of defence was that the opening 
by which the prisoner could see the pit’s mouth was not large enough, it being a tabe 
6\% inches square. Mr. Baker said ite could see through it where the men were, and 
could also tell by the indicator, but he would have preferred a wider opening. It was 
elicited from a witness that since the accident the window in the engine-house had been 
enlarged, but this was an admission made so relunctantly that the Judge remarked that 
some of the witnesses seemed afraid of saying anything which would do the prisoner 
any good. In fact they seemed to have made up their minds upon the very question 
which it was the sole province of the jury to consider. They alluded to the prisoner’s 
negligence as a matter that was settled ; but that was not the way totryaman. The 
prisoner was acquitted after an able defence by his counsel,who represented his task of 
stopping the engine as one requiring almost supernatural powers of body and mind. 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. Wm. Barrows, of the Bloom- 
field Ironworks, Tipton, Staffordshire, who died suddenly at the railway- 
station, Stafford, on Thursday. Mr. Barrows was, certainly, one of the 
largest ironmasters in South Staffordshire, and for many years partner with 
the late late Mr. Joseph Hall. The name of the firmis well known through- 
out Europe in connection with the ‘‘ BBH ” iron, which, as a brand, stands 
very high, both at home and abroad. His lamented death will in no way 
interfere with the progress of the very extensive works lately carried on by 
the deceased gentleman, He was 69 years of age. 








REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, snp LANCASHIRE. 


Dec. 10.—We are in a position to report a continued improvement in 
the Iron Trade in these counties, and from the reports received from the 
different iron-producing districts there is a great probability that such a 
state of things will continue far into the new year. ‘The tightness of the 
money market is not exercising that amount of prejudice which such a 
high rate for money would be supposed to préduce. There are several 
circumstances which will tend to keep the iron trade in a healthy state. 
First, the stocks in the hands of manufacturers are exceedingly low; and, 
secondly, though there is an absence of speculation, the demand for iron 
for actual consumption is such as to keep the mills and forges going full 
time. There is an unabated enquiry for armour-plates, and it is probable 
that we shall have in course of time a large increase in this description of 
iron manufacture, as several large firms are now building works especially 
for this purpose. ‘The Steel Trade is in a healthy state, and manufacturers 
are exceedingly busy, the demand for cutlery and other manufactured 
articles being very active. There is a good enquiry for iron and machinry 
for the colonies, and America is still buying largely in munitions of war. 
Tho Coal Trade may be described as exceedingly brisk, and very likely to 
be so throughout the winter. All the works are fully employed, and at 
several there is a difficulty in obtaining a sufficient number of hands, 
‘There has been an advance made in the rate of wages at most collieries, 
and as this has been done by the masters in a voluntary munner, it is highly credit- 
able to them. ‘The working collier will now be in a much better position than he has 
been for some time past, It is also remarkable to observe the great number of co-ope- 
rative societies which have been established in colliery districts. There is scarcely a 
colliery village but what has its co-operative store, managed by its own committee, in 
which the profits are divided amongst the members; and as they belong almost exciu- 
ively to colliers, it may be safely said that the collier saves at least 5 percent. by 
joining these stores. They are regulated by a code of rules certified by Mr. Tidd Pratt, 
and the business connected with them appears to be conducted in a thoroughly straight- 
forward manner. . 

A very serious and dastardly attempt to destroy life was made on Tuesday evening at 
Staveley. The different collieries of Mr. Barrow are connected with each other by rail- 
way, om) by an arrangement with the Midland Company he conveys his workmen morn- 
ing and night by a special train, known as the workmen’s train, On the morning named 
some persons had turned the points to throw the carriages from the main line toasiding, 
which is usually filled either with empty or fall wagons. Fortunately, on the morning 
named the siding was clear, but the train run into it, and came into collision with the 
stop-blocks, and the workmen were much shaken, several being rather badly injured, 
Mr. Barrow has offered a reward of 20/. for the discovery of the offendor, but at present 
no clue has been obtained. 

The late accident st Kilnburst, by the breaking of a conductor, has been concluded, 
with a verdict of “ Accidental Death ;” but the collieries of the neighbourhood are mak- 
ing loud complaints of the apeed which is used in winding men up and down the pits. 
The Inspectors should look to this, and see that greater precautions areused, Unfortu- 
nately the men are too apathetic, and when they see what is idered a dang 
practice they neglect tocomplain, or are afraid of doing so lest they should be discharged 
from work, or punished in some other way. 

There is an | quiet pi iling in Derbyshire in regard to the lead mines, Those 
which are being worked by public companies are not very flourishing, and, therefore, 
speculation, especially in the present state of the money market, is out of the question. 
There is, however, a disposition to buy Mill Dam shares, but nothing is doing in any 
other kind of stocks. 

There is a strike of colllers at St. Ielen’s, the dispute deing for an advance of wages. 
In the present state of the trade It is likely the men wil! succeed in guining what they ask. 

Mr. Barrow, of Staveley, has done what few men in his position would have doné— 
expend 70002, in buildings, a great portion of which has gone to provide a cheap dining- 
hall for his workmen, which will be opened shortly.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Dec. 10.—Activity is evinced in every branch of the Iron Trade, and the 
reports from the different works are allot a cheering nature. Despite the 
advance in the Bank rate of discount, and two or three other unfavourable 
circumstances connected with the trade, there has not been a semblance of 
a tendency to a decline in prices; on the contrary, quotations are held with 
a firmness that shows pretty conclusively what the future of the trade may 
be expected to be. There is a good supply of orders on the ironmasters’ 
books, and all the works are well employed. The steam coal collieries are 
on full time, and the supply hardly keeps pace with the demand. House 
coal is in average request, and quotations are improving. Iron shipbuild- 
ing occupies no inconsiderable amount of attention at present throughout 
this district, and great expectations are formed as to the benefit which 
will accrue to South Wales from the establishment of iron shipbuilding yards. The 
Newport Wood and Iron Shipbuilding Company have already commenced operations, 
Messrs. Scott Russell and Co. are engaged in constructing an iron shipbuilding dock at 
Cardiff, Messrs, Batchelor, and Messrs, Hill and Son, of Cardiff, and the Lianelly Ship- 
building Company, have also accepted contracts for the building of several iron ships. 
The Rhymney Iron Company, In view of the great demand that will be certain to arise 
for ship and armour-plates, are engaged in the erection of a plate-mill, where every de- 
scription of armour-plates wtll be turned out. These items of encouraging news show 
that there is no bad futare in store for South Wales. 

The Lianelly Harbour Trust have failed to come to an arrangement with the Lianelly 
Rallway and Dock Company as to the constraction of the proposed new dock, and the re- 
sult bas been that the Harbour Commissioners have taken the matter into their own 
hands. The monthly meeting of the Trust was held on Friday last, when a rather warm 
discussion took plaee in reference to the report of the Dock Improvement Committee. 
This report recapitulated the steps taken by the ittee, and the negociations with 
the dock company. Mr. Rendell, engineer, had been called in to report on the proposed 
extension, and the necessary notices and plans had been given and prepared, with the 
view of applying to Parliament for powers to construct a dock on behalf of the Harbour 
Trast. Mr. Nevill, and other members, strongly opposed the dock extension, and the 
adoption of the report, without first knowing the expense to be incurred, and the revenue 
that might be depended on afterwards. Colonel Stepney, Mr. R. B. Jones, Mr. R. T. 
Howell, and several other members, supported the adoption of the report, which was car- 
ried by ten to nine. The Dock Improvement Committee were authorised to overdraw 
to the extent of 10007, from the bankers, in order to defray the necessary parliamentary 
preliminary expenses, and four bonds of 1000/7. each were also signed. Mr. Nevill gave 
notice of a special meeting, in order to have an estimate of the cost of the propdsed new 
works, It is reported that an extensive London shipping and coal firm has fatled, hav- 
ing, it is stated on good authority, liabilittes at Cardiff to the extent of between 10,0007, 
and 12,0007. 

A case of a rather peculiar nature, and yet of some importance to those connected with 
collieries, was heard before the Newport divisional magistrates on Saturday. An over- 
man, named Ladier, lately employed at the Risca Collieries, was charged with misap- 
propriating the money of his employers. Mr. Fox appeared in support of the charge, 
and Mr. Cathcart for the defence. On the previous Saturday Ladler was committed for 
trial for stealing a quantity of tin, the property of the Risca Iron and Coal Company, and 
from the evidence then adduced it appeared that the prisoner had had a number of tin 
articles made by the workmen of the company for his house, and not only bim, but 
several of the other agents, took the same liberty. Mr. Cathcart objected to the whole 
proceedings, on the ground that there was no real prosecutor, as the Risca Iron and Coal 
Company was being wound up in Chancery. Mr. Fox replied that Mr. Rhodes, the pre- 
sent proprietor of the colliery, was & and a shareholder in the old company, and 
he had power to prosecute. He (Mr. Fox) was also} d by the solicitor of the 
company. Mr. Cathcart maintained that Mr. Rhodes had no such power as laid down 
by Mr. Fox, and even if he had, it was,quite evident that it was the custom to sup- 
ply the agents with the tin things mentioned. The magistrates, as already stated, de- 
cided on committing the prisoner for trial, bail being pted. Last Saturday, the 
charge of misappropriation was heard. The evidence showed that the prisoner had 

















made a contract with a mart named Cocker to lay down rails on the slope for 4s. per 
yard. Cocker employed other mon to do this, and he continued to be employed on day 
work under the company. At the end of the month, Cocker 


received his pay, and found 


he had 121. toomuch. He spoke to the prisoner about it, and gave him the 127. Pri- 
soner never accounted for or returned this money tothe cashier. On another oceasion, the 
prisoner requested Cocker to go to-the office and get 5/. for a man named Cox, who was 
to call at Cocker’s house for the money. Cox never called, and Cocker handed the money 
to Ladler. On enquiry being made, it turned out that there was no one of the name of 
Cox employed on the works at the time. The magistrates committed the prisoner for 
trial on this charge as well, and accepted bail. 

Capt. Crawshay Bailey, the son of Mr. C. Bailey, M.P., the extensive tronmaster and 
banker, was presented on Friday with a handsome silver epergne, and an address by the 
agents and workmen of Aberaman Ironworks and the inhabitants of the neighbourhood. 
In the evening a dinner was held in commemoration of the event at the Castle Hotel, 
Aberaman, Mr. Naysmith, manager of Aberaman Ironworks, in the chair. The health 
of Capt, Crawshay Bailey was drunk with enthusiasm, and Capt. Bailey made a suit- 
able reply. Other toasts were proposed and heartily responded to during the evening, 
including “ Mr. C. Bailey, M.P.,” “ The Host and Hostess,” &c, 

The Duke of Northumberland was driven ashore by the violent gale on Thursday 
last, near the Port Tennant Copper-works, and the exertions that have since been made 
to get her off have falled, and she is expected to become a total wreck. The cargo, about 
500 tons of copper ore for the Cobre Mining Company, has been nearly all discharged, 
and fortunately the vessel was fully insured. The shipments of coal and iron continue 
to increase at Cardiff, and the returns for the eleven months show that the e::ports have 
been larger this year than ever was the case before. For the eleven months, 1,356,247 
tons of coal were exported, and 205,544 tons of iron, against 1,212,738 tons of coal and 
165,441 tons of iron in the corresponding period of 1862, and 1,031,217 tons of coal and 
124,172 tons of iron in 1861, What is rather remarkable is, that the exports of iron have 
increased in such a satisfactory manner. 

The monthly meeting of the Newport Harbour Commissioners was held on Thursday, 
when resolutions were passed disapproving of the policy of the dock company, and au- 
thorising the committee recently appointed to call in a competent engineer to report as 
to the practicability of making a floating harbour of the river. This is a step in the 
right direction, and it is to be hoped that the Harbour Commissioners will be equally as 
prompt and determined in their proceedings in ref to the proposed impr e 

The arrivals at Swansea include—the Hengell’s Patent from San Sebastian with 
70 tons of copper ore, for Messrs. Henry Bath and Sons; Cecilia from Cherbourg with 
150 tons of iron ore, for the Dowlais Iron Company ; Eugente from Cherbourg with 
80 tons of iron ore, for the Dowiais Iron Ore Company ; Courier from Cherbourg with 
148 tons of iron ore, for the Dowlais Iron Ore Company ; Guardian from Lisbon with 10,250 
arrobes of copper ore (about 140 tons).

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The Société John Cockerill made rather a poor year’s work in the 
exercise 1862-3, the balance of profit, after providing for general and sta- 
tutory expenses, having been only 2726/., a sum insufficient even for the 
distribution of a meagre dividend. This unfortunate result was attributed, 
first to a progressive fall in the sale prices; secondly, to the enforced idle- 
ness during eleven weeks of a great part of the ironworks; and thirdly, to 
& falling-off in"the sale of minerals, Two royal decrees, dated Nov. 27, 1863, authorise 
the ChAtelineau Blast-farnaces, Forges, &c., Company, to add to the works which it al- 
ready possesses at Chitelineau 14 puddiling farnaces, six re-heating furnaces (of which 
two are for plates), a squeezer, a pile hammer, a train for rails and plates, a universal 
train, seven steam-engines, provided with nine boilers, &c. They also empower Messrs. 
Gustave Dumont and Co. to establish at ChAtelineau an iron-producing' establishment, 
comprising four puddling-furnaces, four re-heating farnaces, two squeezers, a pile-ham- 
mer, a train for small merchants’ irons, a train for large merchants’ irons and special 
irons, five engines, with nine steam-boilers, &c. The Ougrée Blast-Furnaces are about 
to transform a part of their prodactionintorough iron. The present state of all the Bel- 
gian centres of production is excellent. A rise has taken place in casting pig, which is 
quoted at 37. 16s. to 37, 18s., No. 5, with ascale of 2s, per ton between numbers. Asre- 
gards other articles, the state of the markets may be summed up thus :—Extreme firmness 
in prices, a sustained demand, both on home and foreign account, and the works unable to 
accept more contracts with deliveries at short dates, except at prices above those now 
quoted. A more detailed report.with respect to the Charleroi market says:—‘ The 
surest indication of the serious character of the revival which has taken place in siderur- 
gical affairs is that in Belgium, as well as iff England, it has not been checked by the 
financial crisis. On the contrary, it bas continued everywhere to develope itself in the 
midst of the monetary difficulties of the moment, because it responds to real wants which 
require to be satisfied, and which arise as well from commerce as from great rai] way en- 
terprises, maritime constructions, and the numerous industries which transform and 
deal with the products of our forges and rolling works. The greatest activity continues 
to prevail in our metaliurgical basin; orders are abundant at the works, and buyers 
show themselves very easy as to prices, which they accept without difficulty. Casting 
plg, which had remained quiet, although firm, has experienced in its turn the influence 
of the favourable state of the market, and several works have carried the prices of No. 5 
to 3/. 18s. per ton; one establishment in the basin of the centre, that of Strépy-Brac- 
quegnies, has even raised it3to 47. per ton, and finds buyers on those terms; but in this 
case the pig is of a special quality. Refining pig sells currently at 37. 4s. to 37. 68. per 
ton. Scrap iron continues to rise, one establishment holding it at 37. 2s., and the 
others at 37. 0s. 10d. per ton. Last year the highest price at which it was sold was 
2/. 168. per ton, and at this rate comparatively little business was done, the greater 
number of transactions having been concluded at 2/. 14s. 6d. per ton, and even below 
those terms. Orders for rails continue to arrive, so that our forgemasters are hastening 
to complete the execution of old contracts, which they concluded on comparatively disad- 
vantageous terms, so as to be free to undertake those now offered tothem, Unfortu- 
nately, some of these last must be executed in so brief a period that they cannotalways 
be accepted. The great deliveries of coal for the winter are already in part made, but 
they have been restricted by the onerous transport conditions in which we find ourselves 
with respect to our competitors in France. Itis only on account of the special qualities 
of our coals that we have not altogether lost ground; nevertheless, our workers have 
been obliged to make ruinous concessions.” we : 

There has been less activity in copper at Havre, and Chilian has given 
way from 927. to 91/. per ton; holders would even be disposed to treat on 
terms below this latter price. Business has been rather quiet at Paris, but 
prices are firm; English in plates has made 99/.; Lake Superior, 110/.; 
Chilian, 917.; and Corocoro mineral, 967. per ton. At Hamburg, as the stock has been 
reduced, and as there is no propability of supplies being renewed for some time, it will 
not be’ possible to give much extension to business; and the result is that second- 
hand holders demand higher rates. The Berlin market has not undergone any material 
modification ; foreign descriptions are held with the most firmness. Tin has followed a 
retrograde course at Amsterdam during the month which has just closed; financial dif- 
ficulties have especia!ly contributed to increase the bad tone of the market, the number 
of holders desirous of realising having always been larger than that of buyers. The quo- 
tation of 71 fis. has successively fallen, and the reduction has been only checked at 67 fis., 
at which price some rather large parcels have changed hands ; the market is now firmer, 
and Banca is heldat 68 fis, The last statement vA 4 stock, aa Ll as follows :—

The stock for the approaching sale of the Society of Commerce is 49,604 ingots, against 
57,998 ingots at the corresponding period of 1862, and 57,250 ingots at the corresponding 
period of 1861, Tin has undergone a fresh depreciation at Paris, and Banca was last 
quoted at 120/., Detroit at thejsame price, and English at 1137. At Berlin and Cologne 
the article has been feeble, and in little demand ; and English tin, which has been com- 
pletely neglected at Hamburg, has fallen at that centre, in consequence of the reduction 
of quotations in England. A recent amelioration in the price of lead is sustained; the 
data at band from the principal markets are very favourable, and advices from Germany 
especially note a sensible rise in the value of the article. At Paris, French is quoted at 
211, 6s.; Spanish, at 217. 8s.; rolled and in pipes, 247. to 26/. per ton. The Marseilles 
market has been firm; lead in saumons, first fusion, has made 187, 188,; ditto, second 
fusion, 18/7, 16s. ; and in shot, rolled, and in pipes, 217. 4s. per ton. At Hamburg, the 
stock is being rapidly exhausted. Lead is maintained with much firmness at Berlin ; 
the demand is good, but stocks are much restricted, At Cologne the article finds an easy 
outlet. Notwithstanding the good tone of the English market, affairs in zinc have re- 
mained quiet at Paris; rough Silesian is maintained without change at 18/7. 16s. per ton. 
Some orders have arrived ut Hamburg, principally from foreigners, who are seeking to 
lay in stocks in time in view of certain eventualities. The Breslau market has re- 
mained quiet, and without improvement, notwithstanding the revival which has ap- 
peared im other ‘‘ places.” 2 oe 4 has: 

Orders have slackened sensibly at St. Dizier; pig, however, is still quoted 
nominally at 5/. per ton, and rolled irons from charcoal-made pig remain 
without change at 97. 8s. to 9. 12s. per ton, with a scale of 4s. to 8s. per 
class. The works producing casting pig are pretty well occupied, and we 
have no variation to indicate in the situation of this article. The fabrication of iron 
seems likely to acquire much importance in the Valley of Longwy. Allusion has al- 
ready been made to constructions by MM. Labbé and Legendre and the Baron d’Adels- 
ward, and other projects are also imputed to these gentlemen ; but a no less important 
proceeding would be the approaching putting into activity of the Herserange forges. The 
doubt which the announcement that this is likely to be the case has raised does not 
permit the measure to be indicated as certain; but it is, nevertheless, affirmed that a 
new company has decided on an immediate resumption of operations, and that a house 
of the first order has made arrangements for absorbing the fabrication for some years. 
A short time will show, of course. whether or no reliance is to be placed on these state- 
ments. We recently reported the conclusion of two new contracts for rails by the house 
of Wendel with the Charentes and Médoc Railway Companies. The quantity to be de- 
livered for the Charentes lines is about 25,000 tons, and that for the Médoc lines 8000 to 
9000 tons; the price accepted for the Charentes affair is 7/. 19s. 2d. per ton, with deli- 
veries at Angouleme. The works of M. de Wendel hold now the foremost place in 
France as regards the fabrication of rails. Small railway plant is also in these works 
the object of a sustained fabrication, which tends to acquire large p . Thas 
the Hayange Forge has tendered for and obtained a contract for railway chairs for the 
Madrid, Saragossa, and Alicante system, and has treated of late, besides, with several 
French companies. Prices of iron in the Moselle range from 8/. 8s. to 87. 16s. per ton, 
according to the works and the importance of the contracts. Puddled plates of com- 
merce are quoted at 127. 16s. to 137. 12s. per ton. A new tariff for the conveyahce of 
ceal has been homologated by the Eastern of France Railway Company, notwithstand- 
ing the protests of some industrials, The company has intimated that the differences 














which form the subject of complaints have been established by reason of the return trans- 
which stations favoured by this furnish, The November fair, 


Just held at Besancon, is stated to have been attended with discouraging results. The 
air held in September refiected a temporary glut, but it was expected that a return 
would be witnessed to the old price of 71. 12s. per ton, free at the station nearest the 
producing establishment. The fair just held has, however, maintained prices at only 
71. 48. per ton for fine Franche-Comté iron, and it is asserted that these terms are below 
the return price. The reason of this anomaly is, that producers of fine iron were obliged 
to make tn Sep ber 4 i log: to that which they obtained on pig; and, 
notwithstanding this, their iron runs off less readily than in September. This state of 
affairs, coupled with the elevstion of the rate of discount, has led to the fall which 
bas taken place, and it is impossible for producers to secure a return to the prices 
lately current, which were certainly not too brilliant. At Havre the Hayange depot 
has been selling rolled iron at 9/. 4s. per ton, in boat or in warehouse. A lot of about 
200 tons of good Welsh mark, probably, will be sold at the same price, if not above it. As 
regards Scotch or Staffordshire irons, their importation will, it is affirmed, be impossible 
at Havre when deliveries at present in course of execution have been exhausted. The 
first Scotch marks now foot up on this part of the French littoral to nearly 102. per ton, 
and those of Staffordshire to 9/. 12s, per ton, without duties. In this state of things 
warrants will either fall to zero or French irons will rise—coke-made to 10/.,and char- 
coal-made to 10%. 16s. per ton. Then, and then only, irons can be imported from Great 
Britain, but even then the premium or warrants will not exceed 16s. per ton. Such a 
situation as this tends to drive English irons out of France; but this is a matter of no 
great importance to English producers, as the market which they have hitherto secured 
in France only represents about 2 per cent. of their immense production. The arrivals 
of Swedish iron at Havre have approached their term for the present, and will not re- 
commence much before June or July. 

The Frédéric Guillaume Mines and Ironworks Company, carrying on 
business at Mulheim-sur-Ruhr, in Prussia, has declared a dividend of 
3 per cent. in respect to the exercise of 1862-3. The EpinacCollieries and Railway Com- 
pany is also now paying a dividend of 22. per share for the exercise of 1862-3, This appears 
to be 10s, per share below the standard attained in 1861-2, . 











POISONOUS WATER FROM MINES. ? 


A meeting of Carnarvonshire mine agents to consider the suggestion of 
the ey Fishery Commissioners, that means should be taken for puri- 
fying the water used in cleaning ore before letting it escape to the river, 
was reported in the Mining Journal of Nov. 14; and we are now enabled 
to give some further details with reference to Dr. Hobson’s invention, his 

its being now permanently established at the Penpompren and Penbank 

ines, at Talybont. In originating these slimé pits, Dr. Hobson had a two- 
fold intention. His first object was to endeavour to render the waste water flowing 
from lead mines as nearly as possible innocuous to animal life. His second object was 
to prevent the loss of lead, the more especially that which had been not only costly to 
obtain, but which had been already rendered to nearly a marketable condition. 

These slime pits comprise a longitudinal series of six oblong divisions, each cell being 
10 by 41% feet wide, and only 2 feet deep, all bodies having a readier tendency to deposit 
in shallow than in deep waters. Each division, at its flowing-out corner, is supplied 
with a very gently inclining 3 ft. by 2% ft. board, superficially covered with felt. Each 
partition dividing these cells is furnished with an accommodating water-trap, by which 
the pits are, by a boy, filled or emptied when required, and can be regulated with the 
greatest nicety, so as to supply or withdraw water at pleasure. With respect to price, 
it appears that they have been completed and fixed in their working position (exclusive 
of launders to convey the slime water to them, and of the felt at 2s. 2d. per yard, 42 in. 
wide), by contract, for eleven guineas. A careful test has been made of the col- 
lecting efficacy of the felted boards, by accurately ascertaining the amount, as well as 
the quality, ofslime caught by them during the crushing and dressing of a known weight 
of ore, the accumulating deposit being obtained from all the felted boards. From the 
crushing and dressing of 2 tons of Penbank ore of average yield, the weight of slime col- 
lected by the felted boards (in addition to a much greater quantity, but of inferior 
character, deposited in the pits) realised 4% cwt., of a quality greatly superior to the 
best slime obtained by ordinary pits, but somewhat inferior to that which has been 
once “ buddied.” The quality of deposit on the first board is superior to that on the 
second, whilst that on the second is superior to that on the third, and so on to the ter- 
mination of the series, Beyond the fourth felted board little more than a trace of lead 
ore can be discovered, whilst at the ultimate outlet scarcely the slightest trace can be 
detected. If we state the collection on the first board to be an equivalent of 20, that 
on the second will be about 11, the third 5, and the fourth 3 ; whilst the fifth and sixth 
boards will barely yield 2, There is a similarly decreasing quotation from board No. 1 
to board No. 6, as regards the volume and consequent gravity of the particles forming 
these deposits on the felt, 

In raising the slime from the pits, the same order is observable as to the quality, 
character, and quantity of the deposit in them. A prior’, it might be erroneously sup- 
posed that the deposit on the felt. would be almost pure lead; but a moment’s reflection 
will explain that, however small the particles of lead ore are, there is no reason why 
atoms of rock should not be equally minute; and if this be admitted, inasmuch as the 
matrix (clay-slate) of this yield is of less specific gravity than galena, its atoms are sure 
to reach as high, or a higher, altitude in water than impalpable galena can attain, and, 
consequently, become inseparably mixed with it, and form a material portion of the de- 
posit on the felted boards. The exceedingly minute particles of lead ore must be very 
light, whilst its assoclate, clay-slate, considering the argillaceous element in its primary 
formation, must be of a tenacious character, hence there is such a tendency of adhesion 
to the lead that no simple passage of water on this combined deposit has any manifestly 
separating influence over it. With a less pasty mineral, however, such, for instance, as 
grit or limestone, the result might, and probably would, be different. In addition tothe 
inherent powers possessed by the felted boards of gathering slime, they afford two or 
three other advantageous properties, among which may be enumerated that of diffusing 
with a continued uniformity the water passing through every slime-pit, and thereby 
producing a calm and unruffied flow, tending to precipitate a deposit in the pits in a fur 
more speedy and efficient manner than is the case where a strong current rushes into 
them. And, again, the felted boards afford positive proof as to the absolute quantity 
and quality of that collected slime, which, without their aid in gathering, would pass 
away in the waste water, be irretrievably lost, and, of course, carry along with it, in its 
substaintial form, its destroying agency to the rivers. 

The arragement for withdrawing the water from the pits when full is simple, effective, 
and easily accomplished. So far as cheating the rivers of substantial ore, these pits suc- 
ceed admirably ; but, as it is stated that Dr. Hobson bas collected from a gallon of distilled 
water in which lead ore had been washed (but afterwards separated by filtering) 344 grs. 
of the sulphuret of lead, it will be seen that thts water still holds in solution a sufficient 
amount of deleterious matter for the destruction of animal life. The benefit derived 
from these slime-pits is not limited to the amount of ore secured by the felted boards 
themselves, which, by their width and trifling, but gradually inclining, degree of eleva- 
tion, give off so thin and extended a distribution of water from one pit to another as to 
cause also an infinitessimal separation of ore particles, which, by their continued sus- 
pension in, and slow passage through, the several pits free from any agitating current, 
and meeting with no mechanically antagonistic resistance, gradually descend to the 
bottom of the pits, hence a comparatively increased amount of ore particles are thus se- 
cured in the pits themselves. Altogether, the working of these slime-pits give much 
satisfaction, and they are considered to be a decided success, inasmuch as whatever 
amount of ore enters with the slime, so far as has yet been seen, is caught either on the 
boards or in the pits, and none of any saving value finds its way out, which is all that 
is required to be accomplished.
